Qualitative  Analysis. 

THE  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis 
will,  be  a  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts.  The 
mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  examina- 
tion, all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to 
be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only  con- 
stituents of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Wednesday,  July  26, 
and  the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  August  5. 
Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work 
done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents  detected. 
In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity 
should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential  constituents  of  the 
salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  report  on  the  last  analysis  will  he  'given  next  meek.

British  Medical  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  will  be  held  this 
year  at  Portsmouth,  the  conference  lasting  from  August  1 
to  4  inclusive.  The  President-elect  is  Dr,  J.  Ward  Cousins, 
F.R.C.S.,  senior  surgeon  of  Royal  Portsmouth  Hospital.  An 
address  in  medicine  will  be  delivered  by  Sir  Douglas 
Powell,  and  an  address  in  surgery  by  Professor  Alexander 
Ogston,  of  Aberdeen  University.  In  the  State  medicine- 
section  a  paper  has  been  offered  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Symons, 
D.P.H.,  and  a  former  Pharmaceutical  Society  examiner,  on 
"  The  Disinfection  of  Books  and  other  Articles  injured  by 
Steam  Disinfection."  In  Pharmacology  and  Therapeutics 
discussions  will  be  initiated  by  Dr.  Burney  Yeo  on  "  Intes- 
tinal Antiseptics  and  their  Value,"  and  by  Dr.  J.  Lauder 
Brunton,  F.R.S.,  on  "Headaches  and  their  Treatment." 
In  this  section  Dr.  J.  C.  Mc Walter  will  also  offer  "  Some 
Suggestions  for  the  next  Pharmacopoeia,"  and  Dr.  George 
Herschell  will  exhibit  a  new  combined  galvanic  and  faradic 
battery  for  use  in  general  practice ;  new  apparatus  for  ad- 
ministering the  intra-gastric  needle-bath,  and  an  improved 
apparatus  for  washing  out  the  stomach.  The  reception- 
rooms  are  in  the  Lower  Albert  Hall,  Commercial  Road. 
The  various  meeting-places  for  the  different  sections  are 
well  scattered  over  the  town.  The  museum  of  exhibits 
will  be  in  a  ball  somewhere  in  close  proximity  to  the 
reception-room,  but  the  section  devoted  to  sanitary  appli- 
ances and  ambulances  will  be  located  in  the  Swan  Street 
Board  School,  a  short  distance  from  the  Drill  Hall.

The  Spectacle-makers'  Company. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Testimonial  Fund  Committee,  who 
are  promoting  the  presentation  of  a  testimonial  to  Mr.  W.  H. 
E.  Thornthwaite,  the  Master  of  the  Company,  Dr.  H. 
Trentham  Maw  reported  that  up  to  July  8  he  had  received 
130Z.  8s.  6d.  It  is  proposed  to  purchase  an  astronomical 
telescope  for  Mr.  Thornthwaite  and  an  opera-glass  for  his 
wife.  The  Chairman  of  the  committee  is  to  visit  Sir  Howard 
Grubb's  telescope- works  in  Dublin  to  choose  the  telescops. 
The  subscription-list  closes  at  the  end  of  this  month. 

Did  not  Poison  him. 

At  Maidstone  Police  Court  on  July  15,  Wm.  Jas.  Hearne, 
a  commercial  traveller,  formerly  in  the  employ  of  Messrs. 
Dussek  &  Co.,  sanitary- fluid  manufacturers,  was  charged 
with  attempting  to  commit  suicide  by  drinkiDg  a  quantity  of 
sanitary  fluid.  It  was  stated  in  evidence  that  accused  drank 
the  fluid  before  his  customers  to  show  that  it  was  non- 
poisonous.  Dr.  Travers,  house  surgeon  at  the  West  Kent 
Hospital,  stated  that  he  had  examined  the  preparation  in 
question,  and  found  that  it  contained  a  certain  amount  of 
carbolic  acid.    Prisoner  was  committed  for  trial. 

An  Overdose  of  Chloroform. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Fulham  on  July  13  on  the  body  of 
Mr.  George  Frederick  Callaway,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
and  manager  of  the  West  Kensington  Drug-stores,  Baron's 
Court  Road,  West  Kensington.  Frank  Briggs,  secretary  of 
the  company,  said  deceased  was  an  abstemious  man,  but 
suffered  from  enlarged  liver.  On  the  day  of  the  death 
deceased  looked  dazed  and  drowsy.  Witness  asked  him  if 
he  had  been  drinking,  but  he  assured  him  he  had  not.  He 
stayed  with  him  till  11  o'clock,  and  later  in  the  day 
witness  heard  of  his  death.  His  books  were  all  correct. 
The  housekeeper  at  Baron's  Court  Road  deposed  to  the  use 
of  camphorated  chloroform  by  deceased  when  he  was  in 
pain,  and  also  to  finding  him  dead,  with  a  handkerchief  in 
his  hand  pressed  over  his  nose  and  mouth.  Further  evidence 
was  given  of  finding  two  empty  chloroform-bottles,  and  one 
half-full  of  chloroform  in  deceased's  room ;  and  a  post- 
mortem examination  showed  that  death  was  due  to  syncope 
from  chloroform-poisoning  while  suffering  from  kidney  and 
liver  disease. 

The  Advantages  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Education. 

John  Weldon  is  a  Wimbledon  chemist's  boy,  and  is  a  genius! 
in  nomenclature.  He  told  the  Wimbledon  Bench  that  he  was 
passing  a  fishmonger's  shop  at  which  William  Baker  was 
employed  when  another  man  threw  some  bad  fish  at  him,  and 
Baker  called  him  a  name.  The  Chairman :  Was  it  a 
disgusting  name  1  Witness :  No,  sir ;  it  was  a  laughable 
name.  The  Chairman:  What  did  you  do?  John  (with 
becoming  modesty) :  I  called  him  a  pigeon-toed  mackerel- 
backed  son  of  a  clothes-prop.  (Laughter.)  Continuing,  he 
said  Baker  then  rushed  out  and  knocked  him  face  downwards 
on  the  ground.  It  was  for  this  he  wanted  redress.  The 
Chairman  said  the  complainant  was  much  smaller  than  the 
defendant  and  suffered  from  partial  blindness,  and  he 
described  the  assault  as  a  most  cowardly  one.  The  case  was 
adjourned  in  order  that  the  defendant  might  make  some  offer 
of  compensation. 

Disappearance  of  a  Chemist's  Son. 

Considerable  sensation  has  been  caused  in  London  and 
Windsor  by  the  mysterious  disappearance  of  a  youDg  man 
named  James  Harold  Harmer,  son  of  Mr.  J.  D.  Harmer, 
chemist,  Windsor.  Young  Harmer,  who  is  only  19,  went  as 
walk-clerk  to  Cox's  Bank,  London,  a  month  or  two  ago,  and 
leaving  the  bank  one  day  last  week,  with  a  bag  containing 
600Z.  in  bank-notes,  has  not  been  heard  of  since.  It  is 
suggested  that  he  has  been  kidnapped. 

Fire. 

The  premises  of  Mr.  Anthony,  chemist,  Cardiff,  narrowly 
escaped  destruction  by  fire  on  July  15.  A  wood  and  cor- 
rugated-iron  buildirjg  in  the  rear  of  an  adjoining  stoie 
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caught  fire,  and  Mr.  Anthony's  front  shop  was  for  some  time 
in  serious  danger.  Before  the  conflagration  was  subdued 
damage  to  the  extent  of  between  600Z.  to  6001.  was  (done. 
The  outbreak  was  said  to  have  been  caused  by  a  boy  burn- 
ing waste  paper  at  the  back  of  Mr.  Anthony's  shop. 

The  "  Distressed  Miners'  "  Case. 
The  two  men,  John  Lytton  and  Thos.  Hayes,  charged  with 
obtaining  2s.  6d.  for  a  fictitious  fand  for  distressed  miners 
from  Mr.  Wm.  Pollard,  chemist  and  druggist,  Westgate.  were 
committed  for  trial  at  Wakefield  Police  Court,  on  July  13. 

Charge  of  Passing  Base  Coin. 
At  the  Cardiff  Police  Court  on  July  17,  Thomas  Harrison 
and  John  McGuire  were  charged  with  passing  base  coin. 
Amongst  the  shops  they  visited  were  those  of  Mr.  Lewis 
and  Mr.  J.  D.  Coleman,  chemists,  and  in  each  case  3d  worth 
of  rhubarb  pills  was  asked  for,  and  a  counterfeit  half-crown 
tendered  as  payment.  Prisoners  were  eventually  arrested 
with  sixty  or  seventy  imitation  florins  in  their  possession. 
They  were  committed  for  trial.

From  the  Channel  Islands. 

Permission  Granted. — Mr.  Davis  was  on  Saturday  last 
granted  permission  by  the  Royal  Court  of  Guernsey  to  prac- 
tise as  a  chemist  in  that  island.  Mr.  Geo.  Whitfield  was 
permitted  to  act  as  a  veterinary  surgeon. 

Didn't  Know  His  French. — Mr.  Wm.  Powell  (Messrs. 
Goodall,  Backhouse  &;  Co.,  Leeds)  has  obtained  registration 
of  his  various  trade-marks  before  the  Royal  Court  of  Jersey. 
Counsel  for  applicant  had  to  confess  he  did  not  know  the 
French  translation  of  the  term  "  drysalter." 

•'  Non  Compos  Mentis!' — The  Royal  Court  of  Jersey,  after 
hearing  medical  and  other  evidence,  decided  that  Mr.  Henry 
Ereaut,  chemist,  formerly  in  business  in  Val-Plaisant,  St. 
Helier,  is  in  such  a  state  of  mind  that  a  curator  should  be 
appointed  to  have  charge  of  his  person  and  property.  Mr. 
Ereaut  was  said  to  be  suffering  from  chronic  melancholia 
and  loss  of  memory.  On  Saturday  last  Mr.  J.  J.  Ereaut 
(Constable-Mayor  of  St.  Saviour)  was  chosen  and  sworn  as 
his  curator. 

A  Singular  Death. 

Mr.  James  McAskie,  a  well-known  Portsmouth  gentle- 
man, underwent  an  operation  in  London  on  July  16  for 
abscess  on  the  kidneys.  The  next  day  when  the  nurse  in 
charge  was  taking  his  temperature  he  bit  off  part  of  the 
clinical  thermometer,  which  she  had  placed  in  his  mouth, 
and  swallowed  some  of  the  glass  and  mercury,  thus  causing 
his  death.  He  was  under  the  influence  of  a  morphia-injection 
at  the  time. 

London  Hospital  Medical  College. 
The  new  buildings  of  this  college  in  Whitechapel  were 
opened  on  Tuesday  by  Viscount  Kautsford.  The  buildings 
occupy  the  site  of  the  old  chemical  theatre  and  laboratory, 
and  will  cost  10,000Z.  The  department  of  public  health  is 
to  be  accommodated  in  the  basement,  and  on  the  ground- 


floor  are  the  biological  laboratories,  class-rooms,  and  the 
materia-medica  museum,  and  on  the  first  and  second  floors 
the  chemical  theatre  and  laboratory,  the  balance-room, 
physics  and  chemical  laboratories,  surgery,  and  class-room. 
The  third  floor  will  be  devoted  to  the  bacteriological  de- 
partment with  research  laboratories,  and  other  parts  of  the 
buildings  to  accommodation  of  special  classes,  such  as  those 
in  connection  with  the  London  University  Medical  ex- 
aminations. In  the  course  of  his  address,  Viscount  Knuts- 
ford  mentioned  that  the  college  had  the  proud  distinction 
of  having  the  best  equipped  bacteriological  department  of 
any  medical  college  in  London.  He  thereafter  distributed 
the  prizes  to  the  successful  students  of  the  past  year. 

Look  Out  for  Him  ! 

The  man  who  is  getting  goods  from  London  wholesale 
houses  on  the  pretence  that  he  is  a  messenger  or  assistant  of 
some  customer  (see  our  issues  of  July  1  and  8)  is  still  at  the 
job.  This  week  he  obtained  half-a-dozen  4-oz.  eau-de- 
Cologne  from  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson  on  behalf 
of  Mr.  C.  W.  Bridges,  Sloane  Street,  and  the  fraud  was 
only  discovered  when  the  balance  of  the  order  was  sent  to 
Mr.  Bridges.  The  man  evidently  knows  of  the  C.  Jr  D.'s 
exposure,  and  has  tried  to  alter  his  handwriting.  In  the 
present  instance  the  order  was  palpably  bogus,  as  the  thief 
had  set  up  a  name-and-address  stamp  from  I.R.  type,  and 
in  it  several  letters  were  upside  down.  This  style  of  stamp 
is  likely  to  be  repeated  on  other  bogus  orders,  and  wholesale 
houses  should  bring  page  41  of  our  July  8  issue  directly 
under  the  notice  of  the  attendants  at  their  town-order 
departments,  who  are  really  the  persons  taken  in. 

A  Carbolic-poisoning  Case. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Exeter  on  Wednesday  into  the 
circumstances  of  the  death  of  a  man  named  Hyett.  De- 
ceased sent  to  a  chemist's  for  a  small  bottle  of  carbolic  acid 
for  sprinkling  in  the  office,  and  was  found  dead  in  his  room 
shortly  afterwards.  Mr.  Wallace  Frederick  Beeny,  chemist 
and  druggist,  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Eric  Lemmon,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  47  High  Street,  Exeter,  said  a  man  whom 
he  recognised  as  a  previous  witness  came  to  the  shop  and 
asked  for  a  small  bottle  of  carbolic  acid,  at  the  same  time 
handing  to  witness  an  order  signed  by  Mr.  Hyett.  The  man 
did  not  know  what  it  was  for,  nor  whether  it  was  pure  or 
crude  carbolic  he  wanted.  Witness  therefore  gave  him  1  oz. 
of  pure  acid,  which  he  put  in  a  poison-bottle  and  labelled 
"Poison."  The  law  placed  no  restriction  on  the  sale  of 
carbolic  acid.  Medical  evidence  having  been  given,  the 
jury  returned  a  verdict  that  deceased  committed  suicide 
by  taking  carbolic  acid  whilst  temporarily  insane. 

Chemist's  Prompt  Action. 

Mr.  Wall,  chemist,  Porter  Street,  Hull,  reported  to  the 
Hull  police  on  July  15  that  he  had  sold  an  ounce  of  laudanum 
to  a  woman  who  stated  she  wished  to  make  some  lotion. 
Shortly  afterwards  he  was  informed  she  had  drunk  it.  He 
at  once  gave  her  an  emetic,  and  she  was  taken  by  a  police- 
constable  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  where  she  was  soon  found 
to  be  out  of  danger  and  was  allowed  to  go  home. 

Casualties. 

Last  week  Mr.  Buckham,  chemist,  of  Leominster,  had  his 
window  smashed  by  the  shaft  of  a  van  which  was  being 
moved  round  sharply  to  avert  a  collision. 

Last  week  Mrs.  Lacey,  the  wife  of  Mr.  Lacey,  chemist, 
Leigh,  inadvertent'y  threw  some  paraffin  into  the  copper 
fire.  Flames  burst  upon  her  with  unexpected  speed  and 
severely  burnt  her  about  the  eyes  and  head. 

Thought  it  was  "  Daisy." 

A  labourer,  with  the  patriotic  name  of  Horatio  Nelson- 
Bevan,  who  wa3  charged  at  West  Ham  Police  Court  on 
July  14,  with  attempting  suioide  by  taking  white  precipitate, 
said  he  thought  the  powder  he  took  was  a  "Daisy"  powder. 
He  expressed  sorrow,  and  was  discharged  after  receiving 
some  good  advice  from  the  Betch. 

Summer  Excursions. 
The  annual  outing  of  the  employes  of  Messrs.  T.  Beecham 
&  Son,  St.  Helen?,  took  place  on  July  13,  the  spot  selected 
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by  the  pillmakers  (and  their  wives)  being  Llandudno.  The 
party  were  conveyed  by  special  saloon,  in  which  breakfast  was 
served  at  Chester.  On  their  arrival  at  Llandudno  they  were 
joined  by  Mr.  C.  Bowed,  general  manager,  and  dinner  and 
tea  were  provided  a*;  the  Grosvenor  Restaurant.

Had  Bead  the  Book.

suffering  from  measles,  and  she  bad  given  her  "  Fleming's 
children's  cooliog-powders."  and  a  pill  by  the  same  maker 
which  contained  aconite.  The  pill  was  given  on  Monday 
afternoon,  and  the  child  afterwards  seemed  to  breathe  much 
easier,  but  about  8  o'clock  she  became  worse,  and  died 
before  a  doctor  could  arrive  The  Coroner,  examining  the 
pamphlet,  ascertained  that  witless  received  it  from  Boots, 
chemists.  In  answer  to  a  further  question,  witness  said  that 
if  she  had  not  read  that,  book  she  should  have  sent  for  a 
doctor  earlier  if  she  had  thought,  the  child  in  danger.  Dr. 
Vaudrey  said  he  was  called  to  see  the  child  on  Monday 
evening.  She  was  quite  dead  on  his  arrival,  the  cause  of 
death  being  measles.  He  did  not  think  that  either  powder 
or  pills  had  anything  to  do  with  the  child's  death.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  to  that  eff>-ct.

The  Sligo  Independent  of  July  15  contains  an  apology 
from  Mr.  Luke  Kilcoyne  to  Mr.  Henry  Boyers,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Sligo.  At  the  Tubbercurry  Board  of  Guardians 
meeting  on  April  24  Mr.  Kilcoyne  implied  that  Mr.  Boyers- 
"  had  sent  quack  medicines  and  medicines  without  any- 
previous  order  "  to  the  Guardians,  for  which  statements  Mr. 
Kilcoyne  has  apologised,  admitting  them  to  have  been 
entirely  untrue. 

Theft. 

The  premises  of  Messrs.  Williams  &  Co.  (Limited)-, 
chemists,  fee,  Henry  Street,  Dublin,  were  broken  into  last 
week,  and  a  quantity  of  gooda  stolen.  A  man  suspected  of 
the  theft  has  been  arrested.

Sir  Henry  Cochrane,  Dublin,  has  presented  a  challenge 
cup.  value  101.  10s.,  to  the  City  Trades  Sports  for  the  100 
yards  handicap  bicycle  race. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Ashe,  M.P.S.I.,  Dublin,  has  been  awarded  first 
prize,  consisting  of  31.  in  cash  and  a  valuable  medal,  at  an 
examination  in  materia  medica  held  by  the  Council  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  Ireland. 

Drug-analysts. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Robert  Barklie,  F.C.S  ,  as  analyst- 
to  the  Belfast  Guardians  has  been  approved  of  by  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

Sir  Charles  Cameron  has  had  added  to  his  responsibilities 
since  our  last  issue  the  analytical  appointments  for  the  North 
Dublin  Union  (251  a  year),  co.  Waterford  (same  salary),  and 
the  Ardee  Union  (51.  a  year). 

We  mentioned  last  week  that  the  Mullingar  Guardians  had 
appointed  Mr.  W.  L.  Warren,  F.C.S.,  as  their  analyst.  The 
Local  Government  Board  has  declined  to  sanction  the 
appointment  because  he  is  not  an  F.I. C.  They  add  that  "it 
is  essential  for  the  protection  of  both  Guardians  and  con- 
tractor that  only  analysts  with  superior  qualifications  and 
large  experience  in  the  analytical  examination  of  drugs 
should  be  appointed."  Mr.  McMullen,  Belfast,  has  been 
appointed  analyst  to  the  Newry  Board  of  Guardians  at  a 
?alary  of  201.  per  annum. 
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The  Longford  Guardians  need  an  analyst  to  satisfy  the 
demands  of  the  Local  Government  Board  in  regard  to  the 
purity  of  drags.  At  the  meeting  of  the  District  Council  on 
July  15,  when  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  one  came 
up,  the  Chairman  said  he  had  brought  the  matter  before  the 
County  Council  on  the  previous  Wednesday,  and  they  agreed 
to  appoint  Dr.  Tichborne  as  county  analyst  on  the  condition 
that  he  should  do  the  work  of  the  Union  or  District  Council 
free.  Whereupon  a  member  asked  what  the  District  Council 
wanted  with  an  analyst,  and  the  Chairman  replied  that  "  the 
County  Council  must  have  one,  but  they  have  nothiDg  to  do 
for  him;  it  is  the  District  Councils  have  all  to  do."  In  this 
interesting  position  the  matter  was  left. 

A  Court  Settlement. 

At  Derry,  on  July  11,  the  case  of  Logan,  Mullan  &  Co.  v. 
the  Ulster  Chemists  (Limited),  in  which  it  was  sought  to 
recover  the  sum  of  91.  15s.  1|<Z.  for  goods  sold  and  delivered, 
was  heard  by  the  Registrar.  Defendants  paid  8*  13s.  into 
court,  and  pleaded  tender  of  this  amount  before  action  was 
brought.  After  a  lengthened  hearing,  the  Registrar  held 
that  sum  sufficient,  and  dismissed  the  case  with  costs.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Royal  Humane  Society  on  July  17,  a 
testimonial  on  vellum  was  presented  to  Mr.  Alfred  Swan, 
druggist,  Rosemount  Place,  Aberdeen,  for  plunging  into  the 
Dee  on  June  14  and  saviDg  a  drowning  boy. 

Fires. 

On  July  12  fire  broke  out  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  Walker 
chemist,  Saltcoats.  The  outbreak  originated  in  a  storeroom 
on  the  upper  floor,  and  by  the  time  the  Ardrossan  Fire- 
brigade  had  arrived  and  subdued  the  flames  the  interior  of 
the  building  was  practically  gutted.  Part  of  the  stock  was 
saved. 

Fire  broke  out  early  in  the  morning  of  July  18  on  the 
premises  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Baird,  dealer  in  scientific  instruments 
and  chemicals,  Lothian  Street,  Edinburgh.  Smoke  was  seen 
issuing  from  a  grating  in  the  basement,  and  by  the  time  the 
fire-brigade  arrived  the  smoke  was  very  dense  and  the 
fumes  were  overpowering.  An  opening  having  been  made, 
the  flames  burst  from  the  pavement,  and  quite  a  number  of 
explosions  took  place.  Before  the  fire  was  completely  sub- 
dued the  pavement  had  to  be  broken  away,  so  as  to  allow  the 
water  free  play,  and  fortunately  the  flames  were  extinguished 
before  they  reached  a  large  cask  of  methylated  spirits  and  a 
quantity  of  ether  stored  on  the  premises.

A  New  Dispensary.— Sirdar  Habibulla  Khan  is  building 
a  dispensary  in  Kabul  at  his  own  expense.  The  European 
colony  at  Kabul  now  comprises  Mr.  Martin,  of  the  firm  of 
Martin  &  Co.,  a  lady  nurse,  Mrs.  Daly,  and  two  Austrian 
mechanics. 

Surgical  Instruments  not  Dutiable  in  U.S.— An 
important  decision  has  been  handed  down  by  Judge  Oolt,  of 
the  Upited  States  Circuit  Court,  reversing  the  decision  of 
the  Board  of  Appraisers,  which  held  that  imported  surgical 
instruments  were  dutiable.  The  Court  holds  that  the  instru- 
ments are  not  dutiable,  being  "scientific  instrum?nts " 
within  the  mtanirg  of  the  law. 


Opium  in  Formosa. — The  monthly  values  of  opium  sold 
for  smoking-purpcses  in  Fnrmo=a  this  year  were  : — January, 
286  422  yen  ;  February,  243  182  yen  ;  March,  334  205  yen ; 
April,  308,312  yen— total,  1,172.121  yen  (1  yen  =  2s.  0^.). 

Opium-sales  in  India. — The  Finance  Department  of  the 
Indian  Government  notify  that  next  year  44,400  chests  of 
Bengal  opium  will  be  offered  for  sale,  and  not  more  than 
3,700  chests  in  each  month  of  the  year.  Of  the  quantity 
offered  each  month,  2,000  chests  will  be  Benares  opium  and 
not  more  than  1,700  chests  Patna  opium. 

New  York  Drug-trade.— Messrs.  McKesson  &  Robbing 
have  issued  their  annual  report  on  the  drug-trade  of  New 
York,  from  which  we  gather  that  1898  was  a  very  successful 
business -year,  not  because  of  any  special  activity,  but  largely 
on  account  of  the  conservative  policy  of  buyers  and  absence 
of  speculation,  which  prevented  any  material  accumulation  of 
unsaleable  stock.  The  market  course  of  the  following  drugs 
and  chemicals  is  also  summed  up : — Opium,  quinine,  cinchona, 
balsams,  citric  acid,  essential  oils,  jalap,  Tonca  beans, 
vanilla,  &c. 

Did  Not  Remove  the  Old  Label. — A  pharmacist  at 
Pitman  Grove,  N.J.,  put  some  tincture  of  aconite  into  a 
bottle  brought  by  a  customer  which  had  on  it  a  Jamaica- 
ginger  label.  He  did  not  remove  the  ginger-label,  but  stuck 
an  aconite-label  on  top  of  the  other.  During  the  night  the 
customer  was  attacked  with  cramps  in  the  stomach,  and  his 
wife  found  the  Jamaica- ginger  bottle,  from  which  the 
aconite-label  had  in  the  meantime  dropped  off.  She  gave 
her  husband  a  generous  dose  to  relieve  his  pain.  Alarming 
symptoms  ensued,  and  a  doctor  was  summoned,  but  too  late 
to  save  the  man's  life. 

Proprietaries  in  Brazil.  —  The  Brazilian  Board  of 
Health  now  requires  all  medicinal  preparations  sold  on  that 
market  to  bear  the  formulas,  and  as  many  makers  are  un- 
willing to  give  up  their  secrets  their  medicines  will  not  be 
allowed  to  pass  the  Custom-house.  The  Rio  Ne ws  states  that 
there  is  "  little  confidence  in  the  Board  of  Health,  which 
could  easily  favour  local  manufacturing  chemists  by  giving 
them  these  formulas,  and  for  this  reason  Ihe  foreign  makers 
are  perhaps  justified  in  refusing  to  divulge  them.  So,  for 
this  reason,  we  may  soon  expect  to  see  the  last  of  Cockle's 
pills,  Perry  Davis's  pain-killer,  and  numerous  other  well-known 
preparations." 

New  Chemical-works  in  U.S.— New  works  for  the 
manufacture  of  caustic  soda,  bleaching-powder,  and  other 
chemicals  are  now  being  built  by  the  Acker  Process  Company 
at  Niagara  Falls.  The  buildings  will  cover  a  space  of 
100  feet  by  440  feet.  The  company,  which  is  composed 
of  New  York  and  New  Jersey  capitalists,  announces  that  it 
will  turn  out  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  bleaching- 
powder  required  by  the  United  States  and  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  caustic  soda.  The  company  owns  patents 
covering  the  important  features  of  the  process,  and  has  a 
number  of  patents  pending.  A  contract  has  been  made  with 
the  Niagara  Falls  Hydraulic  Power  Company  for  over  3,000 
electrical  horse- power,  to  be  delivered  in  the  form  of  a 
direct  current  of  over  8,000  amperes  at  300  volts  pressure. 

The  Spirit-ring  in  Germany. — Among  the  syndicates 
formed  recently  in  Germany  is  the  spirit-ring,  which  is  to 
control  the  sale  in  the  home  market,  because  the  spirit- 
export,  with  which  formerly  Germany  ruled  the  world's 
market,  has  been  decreasing  in  importance  from  year  to 
year.  The  spirit-distillers  assert  that  the  character  of  their 
trade,  as  a  season-trade,  is  one  which  demands  that  the 
spiiit  be  placed  on  the  market  in  large  quantities  during  the 
season,  and  that  these  quantities  again  are  the  means  of 
reducing  the  price.  As  soon  as  the  season  is  at  a  close  the 
price  begins  to  rise;  but  this  advance  in  price,  they  main- 
tain, is  of  no  use  to  the  distillers ;  it  only  benefits  the  trade. 
The  ring,  the  founding  of  which  meets  with  great  difficulties, 
proposes  to  regulate  the  demand,  so  as  to  distribute  it  over 
the  entire  year.  Hereby  a  question  turns  up  which  is  of 
great  importance  for  Germany — viz.,  the  use  of  alcohol  for 
technical  purposes.  The  increase  in  the  price  of  alcohol 
renders  an  increase  in  its  consumption  as  a  beverage 
almost  impossible.  The  future  of  the  German  spirit- industry 
therefore  rests  on  extended  use  for  technical  purposes.

Annual  Meeting  Extras. 


THE  report  of  the  Society's  annual  meeting  up  to  Wednes- 
day evening  appeared  in  last  week's  Chemist  and 
Druggist.  Several  functions  organised  by  the  local  section 
followed  the  strictly  official  proceedings,  and  are  now 
referred  to. 

White-lead  Manufacture. 

On  Thursday  morning  many  members  visited  Messrs.  Locke, 
Blackett  &  Co.'s  white-lead  works.  White-lead  is  there 
manufactured  by  the  Dutch  process.  The  metallic  lead, 
purified  from  antimony  and  copper,  is  cast  into  thin  sheets 
on  grooved  iron  moulds.  This  "blue"  lead,  as  it  is  called, 
is  then  subjected  to  the  corrosive  action  of  acetic-acid 
vapour  in  large  brickwork  chambers.  These  chambers  are 
about  12  feet  square  and  20  feet  high ;  down  the  front  there 
is  left  an  opening  about  3  feet  wide.  The  floor  of  the 
chamber  is  first  covered  with  a  layer  of  a9hes,  and  on  this  is 
placed  a  thick  layer  of  spent  tan.  Next,  rows  of  earthenware 
pots  containing  dilute  acetic  acid  are  put  alternately  with  rows 
of  the  lead  castings  placed  on  their  edges.  The  layers  of 
tan,  pots  and  lead  are  continued  till  the  chamber  is  full,  the 
layers  being  separated  by  boards.  It  takes  about  three 
months  to  convert  the  "  blue "  lead  into  white-lead,  the 
process  being  facilitated  by  the  heat  produced  by  the  fer- 
mentation of  the  tan,  which  volatilises  the  acetic  acid  in 
the  pots  and  also  yields  carbon  dioxide.  At  the  end  of  the 
time,  the  "  blue  "  lead  being  corroded  into  white-lead,  the 
stack  is  unloaded.  The  "  corrosions"  still  preserve  the  shape 
of  the  "  blue  "  lead,  but  have  generally  a  core  of  metal  re- 
maining. The  "  corrosions"  are  wetted,  removed  in  wooden 
trays,  and  transferred  to  a  mill.  The  corrugated  rollers  of 
the  mill  are  made  of  gunmetal,  and  after  the  lead — which 
is  kept  wet  to  keep  down  dust— has  gone  through  them  it 
passes  into  a  shallow  tank  of  water,  with  a  perforated  false 
bottom,  which  separates  the  "blue"  lead  from  the  white- 
lead,  the  latter  passing  through  and  on  to  a  grinding-mill — 
any  "blue"  lead  remaining  is  remelted  and  used  again.  The 
final  process  of  making  paste  white-lead  is  the  addition  of 
linseed  oil,  which  squeezes  out  most  of  the  water,  that  re- 
maining being  driven  off  by  heating  in  vacuum  chambers. 
Both  men  and  women  are  employed  in  the  works,  the  latter 
only  being  engaged  in  such  processes  as  casting  the  metal  or 
packing  it  into  the  chambers — i.e.,  in  the  dustless  parts  of  the 
process.  The  men  are  compelled  to  wear  linen  respirators 
in  those  parts  of  the  process  where  dust  is  likely  to  be 
given  off. 

Gas-making. 

A  visit  was  next  paid  to  the  Redheugh  Works  of  the  New" 
castle  and  Gateshead  Gasworks.  The  special  features  a* 
these  works  are  that  both  mechanical  and  hand  charging  of 
the  retorts  are  practised,  and  the  recovery  of  sulphur  in  the 
Claus  kiln.  The  retort-houses  were  first  visited,  and  as  a 
portion  of  one  of  them  was  being  rebuilt,  an  opportunity 
was  afforded  of  seeing  the  arrangement  of  the  retorts  and 
the  flues  by  which  the  heat  is  conveyed  to  them  from  the 
furnaces.  The  retorts  are  made  of  fireclay,  are  Q -shaped 
in  section,  and  are  placed  horizontally  in  groups  of  nine. 
The  mouths  of  the  retorts  are  closed  by  air-tight  iron  doors, 
and  each  retort  has  an  iron  pipe  by  which  the  gas  given  off 
is  "  pulled"  into  the  hydraulic  mains.  The  retorts  are  about 
20  ■  feet  long,  and  are  charged  from  both  ends  at  the 
same  time.  The  charging-machines  run  along  rails  in  front 
of  the  retorts,  and  are  worked  by  levers,  the  motive-power 
being  compressed  air.  When  the  coal  in  the  retorts  is 
sufficiently  carbonised  the  door  is  opened,  the  "charger" 
run- in  front,  and  the  glowing  coke  automatically  raked  out 
into  the  furnace  beneath.  About  8  cwb.  of  coarsely- 
powdered  coal  is  then  introduced  by  a  scoop,  and  the  iron 
door  closed,  the  whole  process  taking  only  about  a  minute. 
Hand-charging  is  a  slower  process,  and,  however  skilfully 
done,  much  heat  is  lost  during  it.  The  volatile  pro- 
ducts, which  are  at  a  temperature  of  about  1,400°  C ,  are 
drawn  by  hydraulic  pressure  into  pipes  half  filled  with  tar 
and  liquor,  which  serves  to  condense  some  of  the  gaseous 
products.    The  crude  gas  then  passes  through  a  series  of 


condensers  to  cool  it,  and  is  next  subjected  to  the  processes 
of  purification.  The  first  process  is  the  extraction  of  am- 
monia, which  is  done  by  passing  the  gas  into  scrubbers  filled 
with  wood  boards  down  which  a  stream  of  water  is  con- 
stantly passing.  The  gas  is  then  passed  through  a  series  of 
lime-chambers  to  remove  carbon  dioxide,  hydrogen  sulphide, 
and  carbon  bisulphide.  Ferric  oxide  is  not  used  at  these 
works.  The  gas,  which  is  all  this  time  being  "  pulled  "  by 
means  of  hydraulic  machines,  is  next  passed  through  an 
immense  meter,  arjd,  having  been  correctly  measured,  is 
passed  into  the  gasholders,  some  of  which  are  close  at  hand, 
while  others  are  some  miles  away.  In  the  latter  case 
exhaust- pumps  are  employed  to  obtain  the  needed  pressure. 
At  these  works  white  sulphate  of  ammonia  is  made  from 
the  ammoniacal  liquors  from  the  scrubbers,  but  the  tar  is 
put  into  tanks  and  sent  elsewhere  for  treatment.  Eight 
million  cubic  feet  of  gas  can  be  made  in  twenty-four  hours 
at  these  works,  which  are  only  one  of  four  establishments 
belonging  to  the  company.  The  gas  is  sold  at  a  much 
cheaper  rate  than  in  London,  which  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
coal  of  excellent  gas-producing  quality  is  obtained  close 
at  hand. 

A  luncheon  was  given  to  the  members  of  the  Society  by 
the  gas  company,  and  Dr.  Adamson,  who  presided,  was 
thanked  for  the  kind  reception  accorded. 

SULPHUR-RECOVEBY. 

The  United  Alkali  Company's  Allhusen  Works  were  visited 
on  Thursday  afternoon.  The  special  feature  of  these  works 
is  the  Chance  process  for  the  recovery  of  sulphur  from 
alkali-waste.  Mr.  Allhusen  received  the  party,  and  conducted 
and  explained  to  them  the  reaction  involved.  The  plant 
which  is  so  successfully  working  was  started  in  July,  1890, 
and  produces  lump  and  sublimed  sulphur  as  follows  : — The 
alkali-waste,  which  contains  from  10  to  12  per  cent,  of 
sulphur,  in  which  it  exists  as  calcium  sulphide,  is  mixed 
with  water  to  form  a  slurry,  testing  from  40°  to  50°  T  waddell. 
This  slurry  is  pumped  into  cast-iron  vessels  (carbonators), 
through  which  carbon  dioxide,  produced  by  burning  lime- 
stone in  specially-constructed  limekilns,  is  passed.  The 
gas  from  the  limekilns  contains  about  30  per  cent,  carbon 
dioxide,  along  with  small  quantities  of  oxygen  and  carbon 
monoxide,  the  remainder  being  nitrogen.  In  the  carbonators 
the  decomposition  which  takes  place  is  as  follows  : — 

(1)  CO,,  +  2CaS  +  H20  =  CaC03  +  CaH„S,. 

(2)  CaH,32  +  C02  +  H20  =  CaC03  +  2H2S. 

The  sulphuretted  hydrogen  formed,  which  is  passed  into 
a  gas-holder,  contains  about  25  per  cent,  of  H2S,  the  re- 
mainder being  chiefly  nitrogen.  A  supply  of  air,  regulated 
by  meter  and  just  sufficient  to  burn  the  hydrogen  of  the 
H.,S,  is  mixed  with  the  holder-gas  before  entering  the  Claus 
kiln— 

H..S  +  O  =  H,,0  +  S. 

The  temperature  of  the  gases  leaving  the  Claus  kiln  varies 
from  400°  to  450°  F. — sufficient  to  keep  the  sulphur  liquid 
and  the  water  in  vapour  form.  The  sulphur  is  obtained  in 
the  pots  situated  near  the  kilns,  and  is  tapped  into  pans, 
where  it  cools  and  solidifies.  In  order  to  arrest  the  sulphur 
which  is  carried  forward  with  the  exit-gases  in  the  form  of 
vapour,  large  chambers,  with  division-walls,  to  present  as 
large  a  surface  as  possible  for  the  sulphur  to  deposit  on,  are 
provided.  The  visitors  saw  a  batch  of  melted  sulphur  being 
run  into  the  cooling-pan,  and  were  also  allowed  to  enter  a 
subliming-chamber,  which  was  not  then  in  use,  and  which 
presented  a  most  beautilul  appearance,  the  walls  and  roof 
being  hung  with  brilliant  stalactites  of  yellow  sulphur,  the 
floor  being  also  covered  with  a  thick  deposit  of  the  same 
beautiful  hue.  Two  hundred  tons  of  sulphur  a  week  are 
recovered  from  alkali- waste  at  these  works  alone. 

Other  Excursions 

taken  by  other  parties  of  the  members  included  a  trip  down 
the  river  on  board  the  Siren  in  order  to  witness  demonstrations 
by  the  Hon.  C.  A.  Parsons'  new  craft  the  Turbinia.  The 
Turbinia  was  shown  going  at  a  speed  of  forty-three  miles  an 
hour.  Other  visits  were  to  Whitburn  Colliery  and  the  lime- 
stone-quarries on  the  coast,  the  Elswick  Ordnance-works, 
Palmer's  Shipbuilding  and  Iron  Company,  Jano w,  the  aerated- 
water  works  of  the  Newcastle  Breweries  (Limited),  and  the 
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experimental  farm  of  the  Northumberland  County  Council  at 
Cockle  Park,  near  Morpeth. 

The  Annual  Dinneb 

took  place  on  Thursaay  eveniDg  at  the  Grand  Assembly 
Booms,  Barras  Bridge.  The  company  numbered  nearly  150, 
and  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  George  Beilby.  The  cover  of 
the  menu  and  toast- list  had  on  it  a  coloured  drawing  of  an 


alchemist,  the  outline  of  which  we  reproduce.  It  was  de- 
signed by  a  young  local  society  called  the  Handicrafts  Com- 
pany. At  the  conclusion  of  the  dinner,  the  toast  of  "  The 
Queen "  having  been  drunk,  Mr.  David  Howard  rose  to 
propose  "  The  Society  of  Chemical  Industry."  He  did  not 
think  the  Society  had  been  in  any  way  a  failure,  and  he 
thought  it  was  well  to  consider  what  had  been  the  cause  of 
their  success,  so  that  they  might  be  prepared  to  go  forward 
on  the  same  good  path.  They  had  seen  during  their  visit 
to  Tyneside  a  good  deal  of  what  did  not  immediately 
concern  them.  They  had  seen  practical  applied  science 
on  a  large  and  varied  scale.  The  engineers'  work  they 
had  seen  was  perhaps  the  same  as  the  old-fashioned 
smiths',  only  on  a  much  larger  scale,  but  it  was  really 
not  the  same  because  the  thought,  the  whole  science, 
was  on  a  different  plane — it  was  thinking  on  a  vast  scale. 
What  they  wanted  in  chemistry  was  just  tbe  same  differentia- 
tion. The  shipbuilder  had  to  do  his  work  as  perfectly  as  he 
could,  dealing  with  hundreds  and  thousands  of  tons.  The 
process  was  the  same,  the  science  was  the  same,  but  the 
application  was  on  a  different  plane.  They  wanted  to  think 
on  a  large  scale.  It  sounded  as  if  there  was  no  difference 
but  yet  anyone  who  knew  what  it  was  to  have  a  perfect 
process  in  the  test-tube  ought  to  know  what  it  was  to  carry 
it  out  on  a  large  scale.  It  did  not  much  matter  whether 
they  burnt  a  little  more  gas  at  3*.  6d.  per  1.O0O  cubic  feet,  but 
it  did  matter  when  they  burnt  a  little  more  coal,  and  mul- 
tiplied it  by  a  million.  These  were  the  problems  with  which 
they  had  to  deal,  and  one  of  these  problems  on  which  the 
future  of  England  depended  was  the  economy  of  coal,  a 
subject  which  it  had  been  their  good  fortune  to  have  had 
emphasised  to  them  by  their  very  excellent  President. 

The  President  responded.  He  looked  upon  the  position  of 
tbe  Society  as  one  of  great  hope.  They  were  beginning  to 
forge  more  and  more  ahead  in  the  technical  world  as  a  power, 
and  a  real  power.    His  ambition  for  the  Society  was  that  it 


should  be  a  very  great  power,  second  to  none  in  the  technical 
world.  He  thought  that  chemistry  was  at  the  bottom  of  all 
industry,  and  he  was  not  inclined  to  allow  any  other  industry 
to  carry  off  the  palm  which  he  thought  belonged  to  them. 
His  partiEg  wish  to  the  Society,  now  that  he  was  about  to 
expire— (laughter) — was  that  they  should  more  and  more 
become  conscious  of  their  strength,  and  use  that  strength 
to  advance  their  Society  in  its  hold  upon  the  world, 
s  "The  health  of  the  Major"  was  then  honoured,  after 
which,  a;i' 

Mr.  E.  C.  C.  Stanford  proposed  "Science  and"  Industry." 
He  reverted  to  his  last  visit  to  Newcastle,  thirty-six  years 
ago,  and  said  the  alkali-trade  was  not  quite  so  flourishing  as 
it  was  then.  But  they  must  not  forget  that  this  was  the 
great  cradle  of  the  alkali-trade.  This  was  the  place  where 
they  first  began  the  Leblanc  process,  which,  with  all  its 
difficulties  and  all  its  disadvantages,  had  stood  an  astonishing 
number  of  years  in  the  forefroni  of  the  alkali-trade.  (Ap- 
plause.) If  that  was  threatened,  he  believed  that  Newcastle 
men  would  know  how  to  meet  it.  If  new  plans  had  to  be 
adopted,  they  could  be  adopted  here  as  well  as  anywhere 
else. 

Professor  P.  Phillips  Bedson  responded,  and  spoke  of  the 
great  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  blending  of  science  and 
industry,  and  especially  in  view  of  the  success  which  had 
been  met  with  in  other  countries.  If  that  blending  was 
fully  carried  out,  yourg  men  would  be  educated  as  chemists 
to  follow  a  career  which  was  worth  all  the  science,  worth 
all  tbe  time  and  the  money  that  had  been  spent  in  their 
preparation. 

Mr.  G.  B.  Hunter  also  replied  to  the  toast.  He  said  it  was 
characteristic  of  our  age,  and  very  right  and  fitting,  to 
associate  science  and  industry.  Science,  of  course, 
was  the  master  of  industry,  but  it  was  also  the  servant  cf 
industry.  The  time  of  a  system  of  guess-work  had  passed 
away.  The  good  old  rule-of-thumb  served  them  very  well 
in  its  time,  especially  when  there  was  common-sense  and  a 
skilled  mechanic  behind  it,  and  he  thought  they  would 
always  have  room  for  the  use  of  the  rule-of-thumb  amongst 
their  workmen  ;  but  they  wanted  something  more  now.  He 
spoke  of  the  improvements  in  shipbuilding,  and  said  their 
industry  was  flourishing.  The  good  times  would  no  doubt 
pass  away,  but  it  was  very  consolinsr  to  know  that  the  indus- 
trial population  were  prospering.  Work  was  plentiful,  w<;ges 
were  high,  and  the  cost  of  living  was  abnormally  low. 

Other  toasts  were  "  The  Guests,"  proposed  by  Professor 
G.  G.  Henderson  and  responded  to  by  the  Rev.  Principal 
Gurney  and  Professor  G.  H.  Phillipson,  and  "  The  Local 
Section,"  which  Mr.  T.  Tyrer  proposed  and  Mr.  F.  S.  Newall 
responded  to. 

During  the  evening  a  programme  of  music  was  rendered 
by  Mr.  R.  Smith's  band,  the  'cello  solos  being  particularly 
appreciated. 

Othee  Teeats. 
On  Friday  a  visit  was  paid  to  Cragside,  oy  permission  of 
Lord  Armstrong.  A  special  train  conveyed  the  members  to 
Rothbury,  Craigside  being  reached  at  about  11  o'clock. 
Lord  Armstrong  received  the  visitors  and  entertained  them 
to  luncheon.  In  the  afternoon  a  special  train  conveyed  the 
members  to  Chollerford,  where  the  Roman  camp  and  bridge 
were  inspected  and  tea  partaken  of  before  returning  to 
Newcastle. 

On  Saturday  Durham  was  visited.  The  Dean  of  Durham 
personally  conducted  the  members  over  the  Cathedral,  and 
entertained  them  to  tea  in  the  Deanery  grounds.  The  Castle 
was  also  visited. 

Thus  ended  one  of  the  pleasantest  annual  meetings  ever 
held  by  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry.

The  Ionone  Patent 

The  evidence  in  this  action  has  been  continued  since  our 
last  day  by  day  until  Monday.  Mr.  Oripps  asked  to  be 
allowed  to  call  Professor  Semmler,  which  Mr.  Justice  Cozens- 
Hardy  agreed  to. 

Frederich  Wilhelm  Semmler,  Professor  at  the  University 
of  Griefswalde,  said  he  had  been  engaged  in  the  works  of 
Haarman  &  Kymer,  where  ionone  was  actually  manufactured. 
He  was  engaged  as  chemist  of  scientific  research.  The 
manufacture  was  not  under  his  charge,  but  he  had  been 
present  at  the  making  of  ionone  from  the  beginning  to  the 
end.    This  was  in  1891 

Mr.  Justice  Cozens- Hardy  said  this  was  before  the  patent. 

Witness  said  he  had  not  been  at  the  works  since  the 
patent. 

Mr.  Cripps :  While  you  were  at  the  German  works  was 
ionone  produced  for  commercial  purposes? — Yts. 

Were  you  there  when  pseudo-ionone  was  produced  by 
condensation  in  the  presence  of  water  of  citral,  acetone 
and  hydrate  of  barium  1 — Yes. 

Was  it  produced  in  commercial  quantities  in  that  way  ? — 
Yes. 

Witness  explained  the  process  by  which  the  ionone  was 
produced.  In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Moulton,  he  said  he 
was  employed  in  the  factory  in  connection  with  ionone,  and 
took  notes,  which  were,  however,  in  Griefswalde.  He  could 
not  describe  what  he  did  such  a  long  time  ago. 

Johann  Carl  Wilhelm  Tiemann,  examined  by  Mr.  Cripps, 
Q.C.,  said  that  he  was  the  discoverer  of  the  invention  set  out 
in  the  speci  fication.  He  was  a  professor  of  chemistry  in  Berlin. 
Since  the  date  of  the  patent  he  had,  of  course,  been  con- 
cerned in  the  manufacture  of  pseudo-ionone  and  ionone, 
chiefly  at  the  German  factory.  Since  the  date  of  the  patent 
a  large  amount  of  ionone  had  been  made.  When  it  first 
came  out  it  was  worth  2.000Z.  per  kilo.  He  did  not 
think  any  change  had  been  made  in  the  process  since  1893, 
but  he  could  not  tell  all  the  details.  Witness  then  described 
how  the  ionone  is  made.  At  the  time  he  drew  up  the 
specification  he  put  into  it  all  the  information  that  he  then 
had  regarding  the  manufacture  of  ionone,  and  he  did  not 
keep  back  any  of  his  information  or  knowledge. 

Mr.  Cripps :  The  specification  says:  "This  product  may 
be  still  further  purified  by  converting  it  by  means  of  phenyl- 
hydrazine  or  other  substituted  ammonias  into  a  ketone 
condensation-product  decomposable  under  the  action  of 
dilute  acids  1 " — Yes. 

Can  that  be  done  ? — Of  course. 

Without  difficulty  ? — I  do  not  find  the  slightest  difficulty. 
Did  you  do  it  ? — Of  course  I  did. 

In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Moulton,  witness  said  he 
took  notes  of  what  he  did  in  1893,  but  he  did  not  know 
whether  he  still  had  them.  Before  May,  1893,  Haarman 
&  Rymer  made  preparatory  essays  on  a  large  scale,  but  they 
were  not  manufacturing  ionone  before  having  taken  out  the 
patent. 

Dr.  Adolph  Liebmann,  recalled,  said  he  had  analysed 
some  of  the  citral  out  of  the  bottle  he  had  produced,  and  he 
found  in  it  89  1  per  cent.  The  other  products,  which  he 
could  not  extract,  would  not  affect  the  condensation  one 
way  or  the  other.    They  were  simply  present  as  impurities. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Passmore,  further  examined  by  Mr.  Moulton, 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  a  chemist  carrying  out  what  was 
described  at  the  bottom  of  page  2  of  the  specification  would 
not  have  produced  the  conversion  into  ionone  described  in 
the  specification,  because  it  seemed  to  him  that  Dr.  Tiemann 
specified  that  one  had  to  heat  for  a  long  time  with  dilute 
acid  in  order  to  convert  the  pseudo-ionone  into  ionone.  He 
carried  out  the  process  indicated  in  the  patent,  and  rather 
than  a  purer  got  a  less  pure  product  than  he  started  with. 
Witness  was  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Cripps,  with  a  view  of 
showing  that  his  test  was  not  a  proper  one. 

Mr.  Moulton,  Q  0.,  then  addressed  the  Court  on  behalf  of 
the  petitioners,  his  main  contention  being  that  the  directions 
in  the  specification  were  insufficient.  It  was,  he  said, 
amongst  other  things,  impossible  to  find  out  from  the 
specification  what  the  strength  of  the  alkali  ought  to  be, 
and  whether  it  wou'd  be  too  strong  or  not  strong  enough. 


Mr.  Justice  Cozens-Hardy  expressed  the  opinion  that  it 
was  unfortunate  Dr.  Tiemann  did  not  bring  his  laboratory 
notes. 

Mr.  Moulton  agreed,  because  if  he  had  done  that  they 
might  have  discovered  that  he  had  gone  beyond  his 
directions.  The  learned  counsel  then  dealt  exhaustively 
with  the  experiments,  and  submitted  tbat  the  issue  ought 
to  be  determined  in  favour  of  the  petitioners. 

Mr.  Cripps,  Q.C.,  replying  on  the  whole  case,  said  no  one 
quarrelled  with  the  general  principle  that  a  patent  was  not 
good  unless  the  directions  given,  if  fairly  followed  by  com- 
petent persons,  produced  the  specified  result.  Everyone 
admitted,  too,  that  a  patentee,  in  his  disclosure  to  the 
public,  was  bound  to  tell  all  he  knew.  After  the  evidence 
of  Dr.  Tiemann,  there  was  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  he 
not  only  told  all  he  knew,  but  almost  more  than  was 
necessary.  This  patent  was  brought  oat  in  1893,  and  had 
been  actually  worked  ever  since,  producing  a  commercial 
article  in  larse  quantities  In  the  face  of  that  he  did  not 
see  how  Mr.  Moulton  could,  with  any  chance  of  success,  ask 
the  Court  to  say  that  no  sufficient  description  had  been 
givpn,  and  that  the  process  could  not  be  carried  out. 

Mr.  Justice  Cozens-Hardy  reserved  his  judgment. 


Merchandise  marks  Act. 

At  the  Justiciary  Appeal  Court,  Edinburgh,  on  July  14, 
W.  &  J.  Jenkinson,  aerated-water  manufacturers,  Leith, 
appealed  against  a  conviction  obtained  against  them  in 
Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court,  at  the  instance  of  Neilson  Brothers, 
aerated-water  manufacturers,  West  Calder,  and  reported 
in  our  issue  of  Jane  24,  page  983.  The  appellants  based 
their  appeal  upon  the  circumstance  tbat  the  Sheriff  bad 
admitted  certain  evidence  to  which  they  had  objected  as  in- 
admissible. After  hearing  counsel,  the  Court  took  time  to 
consider  the  case. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

At  Kingston-on-Thames  on  July  13,  Thomas  Butler,  dry- 
salter,  Hook  Road,  Surbiton,  was  summoned  for  selling 
camphorated  oil  which  on  analysis  was  found  to  be  deficient 
in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  40  per  cent.  Defendant  pleaded 
that  the  oil  was  sold  in  exactly  the  same  condition  as 
received  from  the  wholesale  dealers.  The  case  was  dis- 
missed. The  inspector  then  stated  that  he  had  taken  out  a 
summons  against  the  firm  who  supplied  the  oil — viz ,  Messrs. 
Bell,  Sons&  Co.  (Limited),  Liverpool.  There  was  no  appear- 
ance on  behalf  of  the  firm,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Bench, 
in  imposing  a  fine  of  51,  and  13s.  6d.  costs,  characterised 
the  offence  as  a  petty  fraud,  whereby  the  poor  suffered. 

At  Kensington  Petty  Sessions  on  July  18,  Mr.  William  R. 
Hoare,  chemist  and  druggist,  90  King  Street,  Hammersmith, 
W.,  was  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil  which  was 
not  lass  than  Z0  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor. 

The  defendant  explained  that  in  winter  he  was  careful  to 
see  that  the  camphor  was  properly  dissolved  in  the  oil  by 
means  of  heat,  but  in  summer  the  camphor  was  placed  in 
the  oil  and  allowed  to  dissolve  without  the  application  of 
heat.  In  the  oil  in  question  it  was  evident  that  the  camphor 
had  not  had  time  to  properly  dissolve. 

Dr.  Forman  (Magistrate)  :  Then  the  people  who  were 
served  first  would  not  get  enough  camphor,  and  those  served 
later  would  get  too  much. 

The  defendant  added  that  there  had  evidently  been  slight 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  his  assistant. 

The  Chairman  said  the  case  did  not  appear  to  be  of  a  very 
serious  nature.  Camphorated  oil  being  used  externally,  a 
little  les3  or  a  little  more  camphor  in  the  oil  would  not  do 
much  harm.  The  preparation  ought,  however,  to  be  made 
in  accordance  with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  a  fine  of 
HQs.,  with  costs,  was  imposed. 


John  S.  Fostee,  chemist,  107  King  Street,  Hammersmith, 
was  similarly  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil  deficient 
in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than  75  per  cent.,  and 
which  had  been  prepared  with  hydrocarbon  (mineral)  oil 
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instead  of  olive  oil.  Defendant  admitted  the  offence,  but 
said  he  bought  the  oil  under  the  impression  that  it  was  the 
genuine  article,  and  he  understood  it  was  largely  used  by 
chemists  for  making  camphorated  oil.  He  told  the  inspector 
that  the  oil  was  prepared  by  himself,  and  that  he  had  put  in 
as  much  camphor  as  the  oil  would  absorb.  Mr.  Chattaway, 
the  analyst,  in  detailing  the  result  of  his  analysis,  said  a 
kind  of  paraffin  oil  had  been  used  to  dissolve  the  camphor 
instead  of  olive  oil.  Mr.  Foster  remarked  that  he  had  been 
in  business  a  great  many  years,  and  this  was  the  first  charge 
ever  brought  against  him  ;  but  the  Bench  thought  it  a  very 
bad  case,  and  inflicted  a  fine  of  5Z.  and  costs. 


Mb.  Pjebcy  Wilfbed  Puedie,  chemist  and  druggist  (trading 
as  Feltwell  &  Co.),  of  27  Glenthorne  Road,  Hammersmith, 
was  also  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil  which  was 
not  less  than  13  5  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor.  The 
defendant  stated  that  on  the  Saturday  before  the  inspector 
called  at  his  shop  they  ran  short  of  camphorated  oil,  and 
he  advised  his  assistant  to  make  a  fresh  supply.  The 
assistant,  while  preparing  the  article,  was  called  away  to 
attend  to  a  customer,  and  forgot  the  oil  for  a  short  time. 
He  could  only  account  for  the  deficiency  by  the  fact  of  the 
oil  becoming  over- heated.    Fined  20s.  with  costs. 

Milk  op  Sulphue. 

At  Newport  (Mon.)  Police  Court,  on  July  14,  John  Rees, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Church  Road,  was  summoned  for 
selling  milk  of  sulphur  containing  48  5  per  cent,  of  sulphate 
of  lime.  Mr.  F.  Lewis,  who  defended,  held  that  the  case 
came  under  Section  6  of  the  Food  and  Dregs  Act,  which 
exempted  articles  containing  ingredients  which  were  required 
for  preservation,  and  not  to  fraudulently  conceal  inferiority 
of  goods.  He  further  pointed  cub  that  there  were  two 
articles  sold  as  sulphur,  produced  by  the  same  treatment, 
with  the  exception  that  in  one  instance  sulphuric  acid 
was  used,  and  in  the  other  hydrochloric  acid,  the  pro- 
duct of  the  latter  process  being  known  as  precipitated 
sulphur.  In  the  latter  case  the  required  sulphurous  deposit 
was  obtained,  but  it  was  impregnated  with  sulphate  of 
calcium,  the  proportion  being  sometimes  two-thirds  of  the 
whole.  William  Johnson,  assistant  to  Mr.  Uses,  said  the 
sample  sold  was  an  uncDmmonly  good  one,  as  the  low-grade 
manufacturers  did  not  take  the  trouble  to  wash  out  the 
excess  of  lime.  He  held  that  sulphate  of  lime  was  not 
injurious  to  health,  but  Dr.  Howard  Jones  disagreed,  saying 
that  1  or  2  per  cent,  even  was  injurious,  as  the  sulphate  was 
insoluble  in  the  stomich.  The  majority  of  the  Bsnch  were 
in  favouu  of  a  conviction,  bat  as  that  was  the  first  case 
before  the  Court  a  fine  of  5s.  only  was  imposed. 


Gregory's  Powdeb. 
At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  July  13,  Mr.  G.  R.  Turner, 
described  as  a  chemist,  of  Camberwell  Road,  was  charged 
with  selling  Gregory's  powder  which  was  certified  by  Dr. 
Frank  Teed,  public  analyst,  to  contain  66  7  per  cent,  of 
magnesium  carbonate.  The  defendant  said  he  was  under 
the  impression  that  the  powder  had  been  made  strictly  in 
accordance  with  the  Pharmacopoeia.  He  pointed  out  that 
magnesia,  if  exposed  to  the  atmosphere  for  a  time,  would 
carbonise.    Defendant  was  fined  206'.  and  39s.  costs. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Oedeeed  to  be  Committed. 

At  Manchester  County  Court  on  July  14,  application  was 
made  by  Macdonalds  (Limited),  dentists,  Manchester,  for  a 
committal-order  against  H.  S.  Morrison,  dentist,  Blackpool, 
for  a  breach  of  injunction  made  by  the  Court  on  ^iarch  17.  I 
The  injunction  restrained  the  defendant,  a  former  employe  of 
the  applicants,  from  carrying  on  dental  work  within  twenty 
miles  of  Blackpool.  After  the  iojunction  had  been  served 
the  defendant  continued  to  carry  on  dental  work  in  Black- 
pool. When  written  to,  defendant  made  an  attempt  at  an 
apology,  but  continued  to  break  the  injunction  up  till  a  few 
days  ago.  The  Judge  granted  the  order  en  the  understand- 
ing that  the  plaintiff*  undertook  to  bring  the  matter  before 
the  Court  within  fourteen  days  of  arrest. 


The  "Dolly"  Blue  Dispute. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  July  17,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls, 
Sir  Francis  Jeune,  and  Lord  Justice  Romer,  heiid  arguments 
in  an  appeal  by  the  defendants  in  the  action  Edge  &  Sons 
(Limited)  v.  Gallon  &  Son,  against  the  judgment  of  Mr. 
Justice  Bruce  at  a  previous  trial  at  Manchester.  Mr.  Butcher, 
Q  C  ,  in  support  of  the  appeal,  said  the  question  raised  was 
whether  defendants  ever  passed  off  washing-blue  as  the 
plaintiffs'  whLh  was  not  of  the  plaintiffs' manufacture.  The 
plaintiffs'  case  was  not  based  upon  a  similarity  of  get-up  or 
trade-mark,  but  that  their  penny  blocks  of  blue  tied  up  in  a 
calico  bag  hed  become  known  as  "  Dolly  "  blue,  and  that  the 
defendants,  when  asked  for  blue  under  that  name,  had 
supplied  an  article  made  by  Messrs.  Ripley,  of  Liverpool. 
The  evidence  went  to  show  that  long  before  the  plaintiffs 
commenced  the  sale  of  blue,  Ripley's  was  known  among  a  large 
portion  oE  the  public  as  "  Dolly"  blue,  and  was  sold  as  such. 
It  was  called  '•  Oval  "  blue,  but  came  to  be  known  as  "  Dolly" 
blue  from  the  trade-mark  impressed  upon  it,  which  consisted 
of  a  "  dolly  "  and  a  tub.  This  tiade-mark  was  registered  in  1876, 
and  had  been  used  ever  since.  Defendants  had  brought 
forward  a  large  number  of  witnesses,  who  all  spoke  to 
customers  coming  to  their  shop  for  "Dolly"  blue,  getting 
Ripley's,  and  being  perfectly  satisfied.  The  plaintiffs'  blue, 
on  the  other  hand,  was  put  forward  by  them  un3er  a  variety 
of  names.  Besides  "Dolly"  blue,  it  was  known  as  "Filtered" 
blue,  "  Peggy  "  blue,  "  Little  Boy  "  blue,  and  "  Drummer  " 
blue. 

At  the  resumed  heating  on  July  18  Mr.  Maberley  followed 
Mr.  Butcher,  on  behalf  of  the  appellants,  arguing  that  there 
was  no  evidence  that  anyone  had  been  deceived  by  what  had 
been  done. 

Mr.  Cutler,  for  plaintiffs,  said,  assuming  that  Ripley's 
blue,  by  reason  of  certain  marks,  had  become  known  to 
customers  as  "  Dolly,"  that  fact  was  not  sufficient  to  destroy 
the  plaintiffs'  right  to  an  established  trade-name.  The 
plaintiffs  had  done  everything  they  could,  by  advertisement, 
house-to-house  distribution,  and  other  ways,  to  associate  the 
word  "Dolly"  with  goods  of  their  manufacture.  The  word 
was  not  confined  to  blue  alone,  but  to  other  articles  made  by 
them. 

Oa  Thursday,  Mr  Joseph  Wa'tcn,  Q  C,  following  Mr.  Cutler, 
argued  that  it  was  the  plaintiffs  who  had  given  the  name 
"  Dolly  "  a  reputation.  Tney  had  spent  20,0002.  in  adver- 
tising their  blue  under  the  name  of  "  Dolly." 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  addressing  Mr.  Butcher,  said  the 
Court  was  rather  in  favour  of  the  defendants  on  nine-tenths 
of  the  case,  but  at  present  it  appeared  to  him  there  ought  to 
be  an  injunction  in  a  modified  form  restraining  them  from 
supplying  to  persons  other  than  old  customers,  as  "  Dolly  " 
blue,  any  laundry  blue  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture 
without  informing  them  of  the  fact.  The  hearing  was  then 
adjourned. 


A  Share  Question. 

Henby  John  Staples,  a  director  of  F.  Hallarn  &  Co. 
(Limited),  sulphuric-acid  makers,  &c,  Burton- on-Trent,  is 
asking  the  H'gh  Court  for  the  rescission  of  a  contract  by 
which  he  acquired  shares  in  that  company  (now  in  liquida- 
tion), or,  in  the  alternative,  for  damages  for  alleged  misrepre- 
sentation by  the  defendant,  Charles  Torr  Anderson 
(managing  director  of  the  company).  The  plaintiff's  case 
is  that  when  he  acquired  the  shares  in  February,  1898,  the 
defendant  represented  that  for  the  year  ending  September. 
1897,  the  company  had  made  a  profit  sufficient  to  pay  a 
7-per-cent.  dividend,  that  the  business  was  improving,  and 
that  it  would  ultimately  pay  a  dividend  of  14  per  cent. 
Plaintiff  alleges  that  there  was  only  a  very  small  profit,  if 
any.  The  defendant  denies  all  this,  and  they  are  fighting 
it  out  before  Mr.  Justice  North  this  week. 


Bankruptcies  anfc>  failures. 

Me  J.  A.  Reid,  37  Walbrook,  EC,  Chemical-manufacturer. 
This  case  was  reported  in  our  last  issue,  and  on  Wednes- 
day the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held,  btfore 
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Mr.  0.  A.  Pope,  Assistant  Eeceiver,  at  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court.  The  Chairman  stated  that  no  nomination 
had  been  put  forward  for  the  post  of  trustee,  and  as  the 
debtor  had  been  adjudicated  bankrupt  by  consent,  the 
Official  Receiver  would  administer  the  estate  in  the  usual 
course  of  bankruptcy.  The  accounts  showed  debts  6,741?., 
ranking  against  assets  125?.,  so  that  there  appeared  to  be 
but  little  prospect  of  the  creditors  receiving  any  substantial 
dividend.

This,  he  hoped,  would 
bring  back  the  old  dividends  of  8  per  cent,  and  10  per 
cent.,  whereas,  this  year,  all  the  directors  recommended  was 
4  per  cent.  The  balance  on  the  year's  trading  was  only 
1,5252.  12s.  lid.,  as  against  3,4002.  The  amount  standing  to 
profit-and-loss  account  was  9082.,  and  after  paying  the  4  per 
cent,  a  balance  of  1972.  7s.  5d.  would  be  carried  forward. 
Mr.  Blakeley,  a  trustee  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Chairman,  Mr. 
Myer  Salamon,  a9ked  if  it  was  judicious  to  confine  the  board 
to  gentlemen  in  the  drug-trade,  and  suggested  that  Mr. 
Salamon,  jun.,  should  be  asked  to  join  the  board.  The 
Chairman  said  the  board  would  consider  the  matter.  Mr. 
Emmerson  said  that,  as  a  retail  chemist,  he  considered  that 
the  price  of  Lamplough's  saline  should  be  reduced  from 
Is.  9d.  to,  say,  Is.  6d  ,  and  from  18s.  to  15s.,  to  the  chemists. 


(Hear,  hear.)  He  also  suggested  that  Lamplough's  saline 
on  draught  should  be  supplied  to  chemists  to  retail  at  Zd.  a 
glass.  It  would  considerably  increase  the  trade  for  the 
company  and  for  chemists.  Mr.  Rose  :  "  May  I  ask  if  our 
own  retail  shops  pay  ?  "  Mr.  Wm.  Gibson  :  "  At  one  shop 
alone  1,900  glasses  were  sold  a  day."  (Cheers.)  Mr. 
Emmerson,  as  a  chemist,  asked  whether  the  Board  considered 
it  just  to  such  as  himself  to  run  a  sort  of  competitive  shop  ? 
to  which  the  Chairman  replied  that  they  did  not  interfere 
with  others.  Mr.  Gibson  pointed  out  that  the  limited  adver- 
tising (4  000Z.  a  year,  against  another  firm's  100,0002  )  was  the 
reason  why  people  did  not  ask  for  "Lamplough's,"  simply 
"  saline,"  and  chemists  who  did  not  supply  their  own,  in 
these  circumstances,  were  fools.  The  report  was  adopted, 
and  Mr.  Lynch  re-elected  a  director. 


(By  the  Man  from  London.") 


A  Man  Named  Leonard  Shaw,  who  describes  himself 
as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  recently  from  London;  is  at 
Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York,  where  he  is  being  treated  for 
the  morphine-habit.  He  is  said  to  be  a  confirmed  morphio- 
maniac,  and  acquired  the  habit  through  curiosity  to  see  how 
the  drug  would  affect  him. 

The  Purity  op  Childhood. — In  one  of  the  suburban, 
towns  is  a  druggist  who  (so  the  story  goes)  makes  a  special 
kind  of  baking-powder,  which  seems  to  be  good,  as  his  little 
6-year-old  son  was  overheard,  when  going  to  bed  one 
evening,  to  ask  that  he  might  be  kept  "  pure — absolutely 
pure — pure  as  father's  baking-powder." 

"Ex  Niagara  Lucellum." — Plant  is  being  erected  ai; 
Niagara  Falls  for  the  manufacture  of  calcium  carbide,  which 
will  have,  so  it  is  stated,  an  output  of  100  tons  per  day. 
Acetylene-gas  is  evidently  thought  to  have  a  great  future 
before  it.  A  few  druggists  in  New  York  already  handle  the 
carbide,  for  which  there  is  some  demand  for  cycle  and 
carriage  lamps. 

The  Carbolic  Fiend  is  also  American. — Amongst  the 
808  cases  of  suicide  reported  during  the  past  year  in  a  New 
York  newspaper  621  were  males  and  187  females.  The 
majority  of  the  men  shot  themselves,  and  out  of  the  144 
who  took  poison  ninety-one  used  carbolic  acid.  This  horrible 
burning  liquid  was  even  more  popular  with  the  female 
suicides,  seventy-six  of  them  out  of  103  who  took  poison 
resorting  to  the  acid.  Paris  green,  laudanum,  arsenic,  anti- 
mony, strychnine,  and  morphine  all  had  their  victims. 

The  Leading  Wholesale  Drug-houses  in  and  west  of 
Chicago  are  trying  to  formulate  some  plan  of  fighting,  and, 
if  possible,  evading  the  grasp  of  the  National  Drug  Com- 
pany, known  as  the  Drug  Trust.  The  representatives  of 
twenty-six  concerns  in  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City, 
Memphis,  Louisville,  Nashville,  and  Denver  recently  met  in 
Kansas  City,  and,  after  some  deliberation,  rejected  the  trust 
proposition,  which,  it  is  stated,  is  a  plan  to  form  a  corpora- 
tion to  be  known  as  the  National  Drug  Company,  composed 
of  all  the  wholesalers  and  jobbers.  The  company  would 
thus  have  control  of  the  distribution  of  drugs. 

Suppressing  Faith. — War  against  treatment  by  Christian 
scientists  and  other  "  cure-  by-faith  "  healers  is  to  be  carried  to 
the  State  Legislature.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Medical 
and  Legal  Relief  Society  a  public  meeting  has  been  called  to 
discuss  the  subject  of  faith-treatment  and  to  prepare  a  Bill, 
with  the  object  of  putting  an  end  to  the  practice.  A  Bill 
which  has  been  drafted,  and  which  will  be  considered  at 
the  meeting,  declares  that  any  person  who  shall  persuade  or 
prevent  any  person  from  calling  to  his  aid  the  services  of  a 
medical  practitioner  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  and 
that  in  the  case  of  death  the  persuader  shall  be  guilty  of 
manslaughter.

These  tabloids  may  be  regarded 
as  the  first  commercial  fruits  of  the  scientific  research  which 
this  firm  have  been  engaged  in  for  over  two  years,  although 
it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  laboratories  deal  with  a  large  number 
of  questions  the  practical  results  of  which  are  not  apparent 
to  the  public.

—  At  Hoole  Bink,  Chester,  on  July  19,  Mr.  Charles 
Wigg.  Aged  75.  Daceased  was  one  of  the  best  known  alkali 
manufacturers  in  the  Runcorn  and  Widnes  districts,  having 
carried  on  business  in  the  former  town  for  many  years. 

YOUNGMAN. — At  Bury  St.  Elmunds,  on  July  11.  Mr. 
Edward  Youngman,  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Aged  71 
Deceased,  who  carried  on  business  for  many  years  in  the 
Meat  Market,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  had  been  in  failing  health 
for  some  time.  The  funeral  took  placa  on  July  14,  and 
amongst  the  mourners  were  Alderman  J  Floyd,  the  chemist- 
mayor  of  the  town,  and  Mr.  O.  A.  Clark,  also  a  chemist.

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ftbe  Cbrormoacib  Zest  for  Cocaine.

SINCE  the  publication  of  my  proposed  new  test  for  cocaine, 
several  articles  have  appeared  in  criticism  thereof,  which 
call  for  some  reply. 

P.  W.  Squire  ("  The  New  Test  for  Cocaine,"  Chemist  and 
Detjggist,  April  22)  states  that  the  test  "  produces  a  turbidity 
in  solutions  of  the  best  commercial  samples  of  cocaine 
hydrochloride."  Further  than  this  he  does  not  go,  but  in  a 
note  appended  to  his  communication,  the  Editor  states  that 
the  "  value  of  the  chromate  test  is  questionable."  A.  J. 
Cownley  ("  Note  on  a  New  Test  for  Cocaine,"  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,  April  15)  objects  on  the  ground  that  the  test  is  too 
delicate  and  that  only  a  "synthetic"  cocaine  would  stand  it. 
The  most  satisfactory  reply  to  these  critics  is  the  statement 
that  the  finest  commercial  brands  of  cocaine  hydrochloride 
satisfactorily  answer  the  chromic-acid  test. 

E.  Merck  (  'Cocaine  Tests,"  Pharmaceuthche  Zeitung,  No. 
42,  C.  4"  B.  June  3),  in  criticising  the  test,  states  that  the 
strength  of  the  hydrochloric  acid  will  affect  the  results 
obtained.  In  applying  the  test  he  found  that  a  solution  of 
cocaine  to  which  he  had  added  5  c.c.  of  10-per-cent. 
hydrochloric  acid  yielded  negative  results,  and  that  upon 
increasing  the  amount  of  acid  byjusing  5  c.c.  of  12J-per 
cent,  hydrochloric  acid  a  turbidity  was  produced ;  thus 
in  the  first  case  showing  the  cocaine'to  be  pure,  and  in  the 
second  case  indicating  impurities.  This  is  in  accord  with 
my  own  observations,  and  the  difference  in  the  results  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  sample  of  cocaine  employed  contained 
only  very  minute  traces  of  amorphous  alkaloids ;  the 
chromates  of  these  latter  bodies  being  far  less  soluble  in  the 
solution  containing  the  higher  percentage  of  hydrochloric 
acid.  The  turbidity  will  therefore  be  produced  more  rapidly 
and  more  distinctly  than  the  solution  containing  the  weaker 
acid.  An  acid  of  10  per  cent,  strength  was  decided  upon,  as 
it  is  sufficient  to  indicate  such  very  small  traces  of  amorphous 
impurities  that  only  the  very  best  brands  of  cocaine  in  the 
market  will  stand  this  test,  and  it,  together  with  the  per- 
manganate test,  guarantees  a  purity  of  product  which  cannot 
be  obtained  when  McLagan's  test  is  taken  as  the  standard. 
If  the  reaction  is  carried  out  with  a  stronger  acid,  it  is 
necessary  to  do  so  side  by  side  with  a  specimen  of  chemically 
pare  cocaine,  as  at  a  low  temperature  cocaine  chromate 
causes  a  turbidity  in  the  more  acid  solution. 

Merck  further  claims  that  the  results  are  influenced  by  the 
age  of  the  chromic-acid  solution.  My  own  experience  has 
failed  to  prove  that  such  is  the  case.  In  a  recent  series  of 
experiments  with  a  number  of  samples  of  cocaine,  using  the 
same  solution  of  chromic  acid  for  fourteen  consecutive  days, 
and  always  applying  the  test  side  by  side  with  a  freshly  pre- 
pared chromic-acid  solution,  at  no  time  was  there  noticed 
any  difference  in  the  results  obtained. 

In  applying  the  test  it  is  important  that  the  temperature 
of  the  cocaine  solution  be  maintained  at  15°  C,  the  chromates 
of  both  pure  cocaine  and  the  amorphous  alkaloids  being 
influenced  by  rise  and  fall  of  temperature,  heat  increasing 
and  cold  diminishing  their  solubility.  The  test  produces  no 
turbidity  when  the  acid  is  added  to  a  solution  of  a  pure 
specimen  of  cocaine,  the  temperature  being  15°  0.  If, 
however,  the  solution  be  subjected  to  a  considerably  lower 
temperature,  it  becomes  turbid,  and  if  it  be  kept  at  this 
reduced  temperature  for  several  hours,  a  crystalline  deposit 
will  be  found,  consisting  of  long,  needle-shaped  crystals  of 
cocaine  chromate.  A  solution  of  impure  cocaine  rendered 
turbid  by  the  reagent  at  15°  C,  and  exposed  to  a  lower 
temperature,  remains  turbid  for  several  hours,  then  slowly 


deposits  a  yellowish-brown  amorphous  sediment.  These 
reactions  are  characteristic  and  serve  to  distinguish  between 
cocaine  and  the  amorphous  alkaloids,  especially  isatropyl- 
cocaine.  If  a  stronger  acid  is  used  the  alkaloids  separate* 
out  quicker. 

In  order  to  show  the  superiority  of  the  chromate  test  over 
McLagan's  test  I  prepared  a  series  of  specimens  of  cocaine- 
of  different  degrees  of  purity.  These,  as  well  as  the  various, 
brands  of  cocaine  in  the  market,  I  subjected  to  McLagan's 
and  the  chromate  test.  As  a  result  I  found  specimens 
which  gave  negative  results  with  McLagan's  test  to  be- 
impure  by  the  chromate  test,  and  those  specimens  which- 
reacted  with  McLagan's  test  yielded  a  decided  turbidity  upon 
the  addition  of  even  less  than  5  c.c.  of  the  10-per-cent,. 
hydrochloric  acid. 

&be  Biter  Bitten. 

A  Steaight  Talk  by  a  Retailee  on  the  Sale  oe^ 
Specialities.* 


TT7HAT  I  want  to  bring  before  you  in  this  short  paper  is 
VV  "  How  long,  and  to  what  extent,  is  the  retail  trade  to 
buy,  foster,  encourage,  and  distribute  proprietary  articles  ?"' 
To  my  mind,  the  time  has  come  when,  owing  to  the  extent 
that  the  proprietary  articles  are  being  forced  on  the  retail 
trader,  it  behoves  us  to  consider  how  best  we  can  stop 
their  introduction,  and  to  strike  out  a  system  whereby  each 
trader  shall  purchase  every  article  from  the  manufacturer 
and  sell  it  as  his  own,  on  its  own  merits,  with  his  own  name 
attached,  and  not  that  of  another.  This  is  a  big  question, 
but  when  we  remember  that  so  many  articles  we  vend  now 
are  proprietary,  and  the  pernicious  system  of  cutting  adopted- 
by  many  traders  in  the  sale  of  these  articles,  and  when  we- 
know  that  competition  is  so  keen  and  are  convinced 
of  the  absolute  impossibility  of  the  manufacturer  preventing, 
that  cutting  and  maintaining  a  standard  price,  it  becomes  a 
question  for  us  to  consider  whether  the  time  has  not  arrived 
when  we  should  by  every  fair  and  legitimate  means  dis- 
courage their  sale.  If  something  is  not  done,  it  becomes  a 
question  of  whether  it  is  necessary  for  a  parent  to  apprentice- 
his  son  to  the  business  we  are  engaged  in,  as  in  the  olden 
days,  or  not,  and  that  after  all  we  can  just  get  on  as  well  by 
having  young  men  in  our  employment  who  know  nothing 
whatever  about  the  articles  they  sell,  but  are  simply- 
possessed  of  the  qualification,  if  I  may  say  so,  of  a  machine. 
There  is  no  necessity  whatever  to  be  a  judge  of  those  articles, 
but  simply  to  distribute  the  goods  in  packages  as  received. 
Just  think,  if  all  articles  and  goods  were  bought,  stocked, 
sold,  and  distributed  after  this  fashion,  what  would  the 
result  be  1  Unhealthy  competition  and  bankruptcy  cases  by 
the  hundred  in  all  the  leading  cities  and  towns  of  the 
kingdom,  and,  in  the  end,  disastrous  results  to  the  manu- 
facturer and  retail  trader  alike.  What  I  think  the  trader 
should  do  is  to  buy  the  article  on  its  merits,  put  his  own- 
name  upon  it,  and  though  a  little  time  may  elapse  before  his 
customers  may  appreciate  the  article,  yet  if  it  be  the  right 
article  and  that  which  he  states  it  is,  I  maintain  that  they  will1 
soon  find  him  and  it  out,  and  he  will  soon  make  a  name 
and  reputation  for  himself,  and  not  that  of  another.  If 
this  Federation  can  solve  the  difficulty,  or  some  of  the 
members  apply  their  keen  judgment  and  ability  towards 
the  working  out  of  the  solution,  they  will  confer  a  benefit 
of  untold  good  on  every  member  of  the  retail  trade.  It 
appears  to  me,  and  I  think  that  no  person  will  doubt  it,, 
that  the  retailer  who  best  caters  for  his  customers  and  the 
public  is  the  one  who  knows  his  business  best.  But  to 
vend  proprietary  articles,  I  ask,  What  knowledge  is  required  1 — 
none  whatever.  The  old  adage,  "  Prevention  is  better  than 
cure,"  is  applicable,  I  think,  in  this  case  and  all  the  cases  that 
are  now  being  applied  to  remedy  and  grapple  with  the  disease 
of  "  cutting,"  would  in  a  great  measure  be  done  away  with, 
and  the  bonus  system,  which  is  giving  so  much  trouble 
both  to  the  manufacturer  and  the  retailer,  would  be  a  thing 
of  the  past. 

*  This  is  not  by  a  chemist,  but  is  a  paper  read  by  Mr.  Alderman 
Ireland,  J.P.,  Birmingham,  at  the  Grocers'  Federation  meeting* 
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Food  Preservatives  Committee. 
The  Departmental  Committee  appointed  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  inquire  into  the  use  of  preservatives  and  colouring- 
matters  in  food  held  their  first  meeting  on  Monday,  when 
there  were  present  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell,  M.P.,  F.E.S  (in  the 
chair),  Dr.  Timbrell  Bulstrode,  Dr.  Tunnicliffe,  and  Mr.  C.  J. 
Huddart  (Secretary).  The  terms  oE  reference  to  the  Committee 
were  under  discussion,  and  certain  preliminary  matters  were 
disposed  of,  a  second  meeting  being  fixed  for  early  in  August 
to  complete  arrangements  for  the  carrying  out  during  the 
hot  weather  of  necessary  experiments  in  relation  to  the  use 
of  preservatives  and  colouring- matters  in  one  and  another 
class  of  food,  and  to  settle  the  scope  of  the  evidence  to  be 
taken  when  the  Committee  reassemble  in  October  next. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Bill. 

This  Bill  as  amended  by  the  Standing  Committee  came 
before  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  evening,  after  Mr. 
Balfour  had  made  his  statement  regarding  the  work  of  the 
remainder  of  the  Session.  Mr.  Strachey,  the  member  for 
Somerset,  moved  the  rejection  of  the  measure,  and  the  debate 
on  the  motion  for  three  hours  was  largely  concerned  with  the 
colouring  of  margarine,  supporters  of  the  British  farmer 
wanting  to  do  everything  possible  to  discourage  the  sale  of 
substitutes  for  butter.  The  motion  was  negatived.  Sir 
Charles  Cameron  (Glasgow,  Bridgeton)  then  moved  the 
adoption  of  a  new  clause  which  proposed  to  enable  an 
employer,  charged  with  an  offence  under  the  Act,  to  have 
any  other  person  whom  he  might  charge  as  the  actual 
■offender  brought  before  the  Court  at  the  time  of  hearing. 
The  object  of  the  clause  was  to  make  the  employ^  responsible, 
■and  Sir  Charles  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  a  third 
conviction  the  employer  might  get  three  months'  imprison- 
ment. Mr.  Long,  in  opposing  the  amendment,  said  it  was  the 
master  who  would  receive  the  benefit  of  repeated  evasions  of 
-the  Act.  He  maintained  that  it  was  the  master  and  not  the 
servant  who  should  be  held  responsible.  The  amendment 
was  negatived  without  a  division.  Sir  Charles  Cameron  also 
moved  that  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
.1875,  should  apply  to  wholesale  traders  and  manufacturers, 
but  the  Solicitor- General  pointed  out  that  this  amendment 
would  throw  the  Bill  out  of  existence.  Sir  Charles  received 
■the  support  of  his  colleagues  on  the  Liberal  benches,  and  a 
.general  opinion  was  expressed  that  samples  should  be  taken 
from  the  wholesaler  as  well  as  the  retailer.  Ultimately  the 
clause  was  rejected,  75  voting  for  it  and  175  against.  The 
same  fate  met  Sir  Charles  Cameron's  new  clause  providing 
for  the  appointment  by  the  Local  Government  Board  of  a 
Standing  Committee  of  reference  on  food  standards.  Mr.  Long 
explained  that  it  would  transfer  to  a  committee  of  experts 
■responsibilities  which  ought  to  rest  upon  the  Board  of 
Agriculture.  By  a  majority  of  127  the  House  also  rejected  a 
clause  which  would  have  conferred  on  inspectors  appointed 
by  local  authorities  such  large  powers  of  entry  on  public  and 
private  premises  that  they  were  compared  by  the  Solicitor- 
General  to  the  powers  exercised  under  letters-of-marque. 

The  consideration  of  the  Bill  was  resumed  on  Tuesday, 
when,  on  the  initiation  of  Mr.  Lambert,  the  member  for 
South  Molton,  a  discussion  took  place  on  a  new  clause  to 
.prohibit  the  colouring  of  butter.  Mr.  Long  opposed  on 
behalf  of  the  Government,  stating  that  the  committee  of 
inquiry  would  report  on  the  subject.  The  amendment  was 
rejected  by  a  majority  of  229.  A  similar  clause,  to  prevent 
the  colouring  of  milk  and  cream,  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Strachey,  and  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  Sir  Walter 
Foster  made  the  extraordinary  statement  that  "  thousands 
of  children  are  starved  to  death  by  beiDg  fed  on  condensed 
milk  imported  from  abroad,"  his  reference  apparently  being 
to  condensed  skim  milk.  This  amendment  was  also  rejected 
by  a  majority  of  181,  and  after  a  clause  dealing  with  arti- 
ficial cider  and  perry  had  been  negatived,  Mr.  Channing 
moved  that  it  should  be  "  unlawful  to  sell  or  import  for  sale 
■any  margarine,  butter,  milk,  cream,  or  bacon  with  which 
boracic  acid,  salicylic  acid,  formalin,  bisulphite  of  lime,  or 
other  preservative  except  salt  had  been  mixed."  Again  Mr. 
Long  mentioned  that  the  subject  would  be  covered  by  the 


committee,  and  Mr.  Gibson  Bowles  said  it  would  be  an 
enormous  mistake  to  enter  into  details  regarding  the  pre- 
servatives which  might  or  might  not  be  used.  The  amend- 
ment was  negatived,  as  also  we're  further  amendments 
dealing  with  the  sale  of  dairy  produce,  including  one  by 
Mr.  Strachey  to  the  effect  that  the  quantity  per  gallon  or  per 
pound  of  any  preservative  used  for  milk,  cream,  or  butter 
sho aid  be  stated  to  the  purchasei .  Ineffectual  attempts  were 
next  made  to  transfer  the  administration  of  certain  clauses 
from  the  Board  of  Agriculture  to  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  Mr.  Slrachey's  motion  to  omit  sub-section  re 
quiring  the  local  authorities  of  the  place  where  samples 
were  secured  to  pay  the  analyst's  fees  was  defeated.  The 
House  continued  the  discussion  on  clause  4,  and  at  half- 
past  twelve  the  discussion  was  again  adjourned.  The  pro- 
gress is  slow,  and  the  biggest  fights  have  to  come.  The 
resnlt  of  Wednesday's  butter  and  margarine  discussion 
ended  in  clause  7  being  reached. 

Tommy's  Poor  Feet. 

Sir  John  Colomb  is  exercised  about  the  understandings  of 
Tommy  Atkins,  and  gave  notice  on  Monday  that  he  would 
ask  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  War  whether  during 
the  forthcoming  military  manoeuvres  any  steps  would  be 
taken  to  employ  chiropodists  with  the  infantry  brigades  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  to  soldiers'  feet,  and  with  a  view  to 
furnishing  independent  reports  as  to  the  shoeing  of  infantry, 
and  to  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  permanent  system  of 
efficient  regimental  chiropodists  for  service  with  infantry 
battalions. 

L.G.B.  and  Dispensary-doctors  in  Ireland. 

Two  Irish  members,  Mr.  J.  F.  X.  O'Brien  and  Captain 
Donelan,  are  questioning  the  Irish  Secretary  with  regard  to 
a  dispute  between  the  Cork  Guardians  and  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  as  to  the  payment  of  substitutes  for  dispensary- 
doctors.    Captain  Donelan  will  ask  the  Chief  Secretary 

Whether  his  attention  has  been  directed  to  a  resolution  recently 
adopted  by  the  Cork  Board  of  Guardians  protesting  against  the 
action  of  the  Local  Government  Board  in  seeking  to  compel  the 
payment  of  substitutes  for  dispensary-doctors,  when  on  ordinary 
leave,  out  of  the  rates ;  and,  whether,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
this  rule,  if  insisted  upon,  will  place  a  new  burden  upon  the  rate- 
payers, he  will  suggest  to  the  Local  Government  Board  the 
desirability  of  reconsidering  their  decision. 

The  question  of  Mr.  O'Brien,  which  is  deferred  until 
Ju:y  24,  is— 

Whether  it  is  under  the  Local  Government  (Ireland)  Act,  1898, 
that  the  Local  Government  Board  authorise  a  charge  on  the  rates 
of  Cork  Union  of  346?.  a  year  in  payment  for  substitutes  for  dis- 
pensary-doctors when  on  leave  other  than  sick-leave,  the  doctors 
having  hitherto  always  paid  their  own  substitutes.

In  1880^  Disaster ;   in  1900  ? 

Th^re  are  a  good  many  measures  of  general  legislation  whichTare 
not  so  fortunate  as  to  have  reached  the  report  stage  or  to  have 
made  any  serious  advance  through  Committee.  *  Such,  I  anx 
afraid,  it  will  be  impossible  to  deal  with  in  the  present  year. 
Some  of  them  I  drop  with  particular  regret,  like  the  Money- 
lending  Bill,  the  ^Parish  Churches  (Scotland)  Bill,;  the  Irish.. 
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Tithe  Kent-charge  Bill.  (Ironical  Nationalist  cheers.)  Of  these 
measures  I  will  only  say  that  I  hope  they  may  be  introduced  at 
an  early  period  next  Session,  and  that  they  may  have  a  better 
fate  than  that  which  has  been  accorded  to  them  in  the  present 
year.  (Laughter  )  In  addition  to  these  there  is  the  Companies 
Bill,  which,  I  think,  has  not  yet  reached  us  from  the  Lords. — 
Mr.  Balfour  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday, 

The  House  of  Lords'  papers  still  show  that  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  and  the  Companies  (Medical  Profession)  Bill  are  awaiting 
the  second  readiDg,  and  the  Companies  Bill  is  retained  on 
the  list  of  Bills  in  progress,  but  is  down  as  the  last  item 
for  Committee  on  July  21.  The  possibility  of  the  first  two 
being  further  proceeded  with  this  Session  is  remote, 
especially  as  those  measures  have  been  incorporated  in  the 
Companies  Bill.  One  thirjg  that  the  Lord  Chancellor's 
effort  to  amend  the  pharmacy  law  of  Great  Britain  has  done 
well  is  to  show  how  utterly  unprepared  are  the  administrators 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  even  pharmacists  themselves, 
with  any  definite  ideas  as  to  how  the  law  may  be  amended 
so  as  to  counteract  improper  qualification  in  pharmacy  by 
limited-liability  procedure.  The  events  of  this  Session  show 
that  we  are  an  utterly  divided  camp.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  having  no  policy  of  its  own,  adopted  one  suggested 
by  a  small  section  of  its  constituent?,  who  cried  aloud  and 
thought  little,  and  on  submitting  this  policy  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor  he  ignored  it,  and  went  further  than  the 
companies  themselves  have  ever  gone  by  proposing  in  his 
Bill  to  permit  them  to  use  the  titles  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist"  and  "chemist  and  druggist"  according  to  the 
qualification  of  ;their"  manager.  This  proposal  remains  in 
the  shelved  Bill,  which  is  likely  to  be  brought  forward  again 
next  year.  We  [are  now  left  with  the  better  part  of  a  year 
before  us  to  consider  what  shall  be  done  when  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament  commences. 

The  first  thing  that  the  drug-trade  is  entitled  to  expect  is  a 
clear  lead  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  It  must  be  as  prac- 
ticable as  it  is  clear.  This  year  the  Council  had  three  policies 
to  choose  from.  First,  there  was  our  own,  which  suggested 
that  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  company  pharmacy,  and 
preventing  the  defeat  of  the  principles  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  by  the  formation  of  one-man  companies,  it  should  be 
required  that  all  companies  who  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale 
of  poisons  shall  have  a  directorate  consisting  of  chemists 
and  druggists.  Second,  there  were  the  "  Edinburgh  sugges- 
tions," referred  to  by  us  last  week,  and  by  which  it  is  Dro- 
posed  that  the  Registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  shall  keep 
a  register  of  limited  companies,  firms,  and  others  not  trading 
in  their  individual  or  personal  capacity  as  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  that  such  companies,  firms,  &c,  shall  pay  for 
this  registration  an  annual  fee  to  the  Society,  and  give  full 
publicity  and  notice  to  the  names  of  the  managers.  Third, 
there  were  the  Blackburn  proposals,  which  claim  for  the 
pharmacist  a  measure  of  trade  protection  in  the  exercise  of 
his  calling  for  which  he  has  been  specially  educated  and 
examined — i.e ,  the  practice  of  the  art  of  pharmacy  and  a 
monopoly  of  the  sale  of  pharmaceutical  products.  This 
policy  is  out  of  the  field,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is 
not  likely  to  take  it  up  again  during  the  present  genera- 
tion. The  Edinburgh  suggestions  are  quite  as  hopeless; 
we  believe  that  the  majority  of  the  drug-trade  is  strenuously 
opposed  to  the  registration  and  regulation  of  limited  com- 
pany drug-stores  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  sug- 
gestion for  a  register  is  almost  superfluous,  in  face  of  the 
fact  that  one  is  already  kept  at  Somerset  House,  and  is  only 
needed  if  the  secondary  proposal— notification  of  qualified 
managers— is  agreed  to.  It  seems  that  the  suggestion  arises 
from  the  erroneous  impression  that  the  House  of  Lords' 
decision  in  the  Stores  case  recognised  company-pharmacy. 
It  did  nothing  of  the  kind,  but  simply  decided  that  such 


companies  are  outside  the  Act,  and  at  the  same  time 
recognised  one  of  the  important  principles  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act — namely,  that  the  actual  seller  of  poison,  no  matter 
who  his  employer  might  be,  must  be  a  person  registered 
under  the  Act.  The  other,  and  we  believe  the  greater, 
principle  for  which  we  desire  recognition  is  expressed  in  the 
preamble  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  itself,  thus — 

It  is  expedient  for  the  safety  of  the  public  that  persons 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  and  com- 
pounding of  poisons,  and  persons  known  as  chemists  and 
druggists,  should  possess  a  competent  and  practical  know- 
ledge of  their  business. 

We  ask  no  more  from  the  Government  than  that  they 
should  assist  us  to  remedy  the  flaw  in  the  Act  under  which, 
persons  who  do  not  possess  the  said  knowledge,  by  regis- 
tration of  their  businesses  as  limited  companies  circumvent 
the  law  and  jeopardise  the  existence  of  the  class  of  qualified 
persons  which  it  was  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  to  create.  We  have  always  maintained  it  to  be  the  first 
duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to  get  this  flaw  in  the 
Act  repaired.  In  August,  1880,  immediately  after  the  House 
of  Lords'  decision — which  included,  it  may  be  remembered^ 
a  covert  invitation  for  fresh  legislation — we  concluded  an 
appeal  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  the  following, 
words : — ■ 

We  believe  it  is  distinctly  in  the  interest  of  the  public  that- 
owners  of  chemists'  businesses  should  be  registered  and 
qualified  ;  we  believe,  too,  that  the  sale  of  poisonous  patent 
medicines  should  be,  in  the  public  interest,  placed  under  the 
conditions  of  sale  of  the  same  poisons  when  sold  openly ;  and 
we  believe  that  these  and  other  reasonable  objects  could  be 
attained  by  an  amended  Pharmacy  Bill  directly  asking  for 
them.  With  these  views  we  urge  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  to  abandon  that  unworthy  secrecy  with  which  they 
shroud  their  designs,  prepare  a  short  but  comprehensive  Bill 
for  submission  to  the  next  Session  of  Parliament,  and  bring 
it  openly  forward  at  the  earliest  possible  convenience,  so- 
that  it  may  be  discussed,  and  perhaps  improved,  by  the 
additional  wisdom  of  the  multitude. 

Time  and  again  we  have  urged  that  view,  and  it  is  only 
through  stress  of  circrmstances — viz.,  the  enormously  in- 
creased advantage  which  has  been  taken  of  the  limited- 
company  method  of  evading  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  the 
subsequent  increased  vested  interests  in  such  concerns — that 
we  have  been  compelled  to  minimise  the  demand  to  a 
qualified  directorship.  To  seek  more  than  this  now  we 
believe  to  be  folly,  to  seek  less  would  be  to  give  away  our 
birthright.  Better  to  allow  companies  to  continue  as  they 
are  than  to  recognise  them  on  the  strength  of  migrator 
assistants  and  managers.  Personal  interest  combined  with 
statutory  qualification  is  the  basis  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.,, 
which  can  only  be  kept  secure  by  insisting  upon  having  the 
directors  qualified.  After  nineteen  years  we  come  back  with 
this  appeal  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Part  of  our 
1880  programme  referring  to  poisonous  proprietary  medicines- 
has  been  secured,  the  Council  having  in  the  meantime  been 
compelled  to  take  action  in  regard  to  it.  We  cannot  force 
the  Council  to  take  action  in  the  company- question  (nearly 
twenty  years'  nagging  has  had  no  effect),  but  with  the 
support  of  the  drug-trade  we  can  at  least  show  the  members 
what  they  should  do. 


Legalised  Anti=cutting. 

Ma.  Justice  Stirling's  recent  decision  in  the  Kodak  case 
seemed  to  carry  with  it  defeat  of  an  anti-cutting  scheme, 
seeing  that  his  Lordship  decided  against  the  anti-cutter  - 
but  in  reality  he  showed  how  anti-cutting  arrangements  may 
be  made  legally  binding,  and  Kodak  (Limited)  have  made 
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arrangements  accordingly.  Ib  will  be  remembered  that 
Mr.  Justice  Stirling  said,  "  The  conditions  are  not  in  them- 
selves illegal,  and  must,  like  every  other  contract,  be  con- 
strued fairly.  But  knowledge  of  these  conditions  must  be 
brought  home  clearly  to  the  purchaser.  .  .  .  All  that  would 
be  necessary  would  be  to  put  on  the  invoice  of  the  goods  a 
reference  to  the  circular  for  the  time  being  in  force."  At 
that  time  Kodak  (Limited)  were,  we  learn,  not  prepared  with 
the  documentary  evidence  required  in  cases  where  an  inter- 
locutory injunction  is  sought,  and  therefore  could  not  pro- 
ceed further  with  the  case,  which  has  since  been  dropped. 
They  now  print  on  their  invoices  the  following  notice :  — 

"  The  goods  on  this  invoice  have  been  sold  on  the  terms 
of  the  '  Conditions  of  Sale '  in  our  current  discount  sheet 
(extract  from  such  conditions  is  printed  on  the  back  hereof). 
Your  acceptance  of  the  goods  will  be  treated  as  an  acknow- 
ledgment that  they  were  sold  to  you  on  these  terms.  If 
you  do  not  agree,  please  at  once  return  the  goods." 

The  extract  from  the  conditions  of  sale,  printed  on  the 
back  of  the  invoice,  is  as  follows : — 

1.  That  none  of  our  goods  shall  be  sold  retail  at  prices 
below  those  published  io  our  current  price-list. 

2.  That  none  of  them  shall  be  sold  wholesale  : 

(a)  Except  upon  these  "  Conditions  of  Sale,"  and  after 
having  obtained  from  the  purchaser  his  written  undertaking 
to  observe  the  conditions,  and  (in  particular)  not  to  resell 
wholesale  without  having  obtained  a  like  undertaking  from 
the  further  purchaser. 

(b)  With  any  allowance  for  cash  or  as  counting-house 
discount. 

3.  That  films  and  papers  shall  only  be  sold  in  original 
sealed  packages. 

4.  PrintiDg-out  and  bromide  papers  may  be  sold  to  pro- 
fessional photographers  for  their  own  use  at  not  more  than 
10  per  cent,  off  the  list-prices. 

Dealers  are  also  being  required  to  sign  "  Conditions  of 
Sale  "  embodying  the  above  clauses,  and  we  learn  that  they 
are  doing  it  willingly.  The  wholesale  houses  enter  into  a 
similar  agreement  to  sell  only  to  dealers  who  sign  the  anti- 
cutting  agreement.  All  Kodaks,  it  appears,  are  numbered, 
so  that  in  cases  where  cutting  firms  obtain  supplies  in  a 
roundabout  way  it  will  be  an  easy  process  to  trace  the  goods 
back  to  the  offender.  Having  traced  the  offender,  legal  pro- 
ceedings in  the  shape  of  an  injunction,  and  possibly  damages 
for  breach  of  agreement,  may  follow.  It  is,  obviously,  of 
considerable  importance  to  know  that  an  invoice  bearing 
restrictions  or  a  notice  referring  to  restrictions  separately 
issued  is  an  effective  contract ,  legally  enforceable.  The 
case  is  also  an  object-lesson  to  those  manufacturers  who 
express  a  desire  to  reserve  a  living  profit  to  dealers,  but 
doubt  whether  any  agreement  they  get  signed  can  be  en- 
forced. Doubts  as  to  the  legality  of  anti- cutting  methods 
are  frequently  given  as  sufficient  reason  for  not  adopting 
them,  but  this  argument  can  no  longer  be  advanced. 
The  path  of  the  "  cutter  "  is  daily  becoming  more  difficult, 
and  chemists,  who  above  all  other  traders  have  been  affected 
by  his  methods,  will  not  be  amongst  the  least  thankful  that 
it  is  so. 


Pharmacy  in  Rhodesia. 

Anothee  piece  of  pharmacy-legislation  has  probably  by 
this  time  been  added  to  the  statutes  of  the  British  Empire. 
Southern  Ehodesia,  the  latest  of  our  colonial  possessions  to 
receive  a  Legislative  Council  of  its  own,  has,  against  the 
advice  of  physicians  and  pharmacists  of  the  colony,  passed 
an  Ordinance  relating  to  the  practice  and  sale  of  medicine 
and  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  Southern  Ehodesia.  We  gave 
some  particulars  regarding  it  last  week,  and  complete  them 


this  week  with  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ehodesia,  which  tells  us  that  the 
Ordinance  is  awaiting  the  signature  of  Sir  Alfred  Milner. 
It  appears  that  the  Legislative  Council  consists  of  seven 
nominees  of  the  Government  and  four  elected  members 
representing  Matabeleland.  The  latter,  when  seeking 
election,  were  approached  by  the  young  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  they  promised  that,  if  pharmacists  were  united 
in  the  matter,  they  would  do  their  best  to  get  a  suitable 
pharmacy  law  for  the  colony.  The  Ordinance  referred  to 
was,  however,  drafted  by  the  Government,  and,  in  spite  of 
all  that  the  elected  members  of  the  Council  could  do,  the 
Government  nominees  carried  all  before  them,  and  the 
Ordinance  as  originally  introduced  was  passed  with  very 
few  amendments.  Then  it  was  that  the  chemists  memo- 
rialised the  High  Commissioner.  In  this  memorial  the 
Society  repeated  an  objection  which  they  had  previously 
made  to  acceptance  of  the  Cape  Colony  certificate.  We 
cannot  understand  why,  but  the  chemists  were  not  unanimous 
on  the  point,  and  some  of  them,  thinking  that  the  opposi- 
tion to  the  Cape  certificate  was  unwise,  have  so  stated  in  a 
second  memorial  which  they  wish  the  Society  to  send  to  the 
High  Commissioner.  These  objectors  also  expressed  their 
approval  of  the  Ordinance,  except  in  some  minor  matters 
which  could  easily  be  amended.  The  Ordinance  seems  to 
us  as  good  as  can  be  expected  for  a  young  colony.  It 
applies  to  all  parts  of  Ehodesia  south  of  the  Zambesi.  It 
repeals  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Ordinance  of  1830  so  far  as 
its  operation  in  Southern  Ehodesia  is  concerned,  and 
authorises  the  appointment  by  the  Administrator,  with  the 
advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  of  a  committee  consisting 
of  not  fewer  than  three  or  more  than  nine  members,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  ["may  be "  originally]  a  licensed  chemist, 
one  may  b3  a  licensed  dentist,  and  the  rest  qualified  medical 
practitioners ;  this  committee  to  be  styled  the  "  Southern 
Ehodesia  Medical  Board."  It  is  given  power  to  acquire 
property  and  to  sue  or  be  sued.  The  President  of  the  Board 
is  to  be  nominated  by  the  Administrator.  So  far  as  medi- 
cine is  concerned,  permission  to  practise  is  to  be  given  to 
those  entitled  to  practise  in  Cape  Colony,  or  anyone  holding 
the  qualifications  which  are  registrable  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  such  other  qualifications  as  the  Medical  Board 
may  recommend.  Power  is  also  given  for  the  acceptance 
of  colonial  and  foreign  medical  diplomas,  and  it  is  enacted 
that  the  medical  appointments  of  the  British  South  Africa 
Company  may  only  be  held  by  those  registered  in  the 
colony.  The  Ordinance  permits  medical  men  to  compound 
their  own  prescriptions,  but  they  may  not  keep  open  shop  and 
sell  drugs  and  medicines  unless  they  are  situated  ten  miles  or 
more  from  the  shop  of  a  registered  chemist,  provided  they 
take  out  a  licence  as  a  chemist  and  undertake  to  discon- 
tinue the  shop  when  a  chemist  and  druggist  establishes  him- 
self within  ten  miles  of  their  own  shop. 

For  registration  as  apothecaries  or  chemists  and  druggists 
the  Ordinance  provides  as  follows  : — ■ 

The  persons  following  shall  be  admissible  to  practise  as 
apothecaries,  chemists  and  druggists  under  this  Ordinance 
and  to  obtain  the  requisite  licence  or  authority  so  to 
practise : — 

(1)  Every  person  duly  admitted  and  lawfully  entitled  to 
practise  in  the  Colony  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  as  an 
apothecary,  chemist  and  druggist. 

(2)  Every  person  who  has  served  as  an  apprentice  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  four  years  to  any  duly  qualified  or 
licensed  chemist  or  druggist,  either  in  Southern  Ehodesia  or 
elsewhere,  and  who  is  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years  or 
upwards,  upon  passing  an  examination  before  the  Medical 
Board  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  Board. 

(3)  Every  person  who  shall  produce  satisfactory  proof  that 
he  has  passed  the  Minor  or  Major  examinations  of  the 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  examination 
of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Provided  that  any  person  who  before  the  passing  of  this 
Ordinance  was  admitted  to  practise  as  an  apothecary, 
chemist  or  druggist  in  Southern  Rhodesia  may  continue  to 
practise  without  further  admission  or  authority,  other  than 
the  annual  licence  by  law  required. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  regulation  of  the  sale  of  poisons 
on  substantially  British  lines,  the  poison  schedule  being  the 
same,  except  that  carbolic  acid  is  contained  in  Part  2. 
Veterinary  surgeons  are  exempt  with  regard  to  the  making 
and  sale  of  medicines  for  animals,  which  is  a  substantial 
step  beyond  the  British  provision  that  applies  only  to 
medicines  dispensed  for  animals  under  their  care.  No 
chemist's  licence  is  to  be  required  for  the  sale  of  patent  or 
homoeopathic  medicines,  or  for  Dutch  medicines,  or  for  any 
article  or  thing  which,  although  used  as  a  medicine,  is  not 
solely  used  as  such,  and  is  not  mixed  or  prepared  for  use  as 
a  medicine,  if  sold  in  wholesale  quantities ;  but  a  general- 
dealer's  or  shop  licence  will  in  all  cases  be  required,  and  it 
is  provided  that  the  latter  licence  will  suffice  for  selling  or 
supplying  drugs  or  medicines  in  bottles  or  packages  properly 
labelled  and  prepared  by  any  licensed  druggist  practising  in 
Southern  Rhodesia  if  the  holder  of  the  general-dealer's 
licence  carries  on  business  seven  miles  beyond  any  chemist 
or  druggist.  Three  miles  was  the  limit  originally  proposed, 
but  this  was  amended  by  the  Council.  The  provisions  for 
the  registration  of  dentists  are  practically  the  same  as  for 
medical  men,  Cape  registration  and  British  diplomas  being 
accepted,  and  colonial  and  foreign  diplomas  also  on  approval 
by  the  Medical  Board,  provided  they  cover  a  curriculum  of 
not  less  than  three  years.  The  rest  of  the  Ordinance  deals 
with  the  penalties  to  be  imposed  for  violation  of  the  orders. 

The  Ordinance  comes  in  the  nick  of  time.  Buluwayo  is 
not  likely  to  grow  so  rapidly  during  the  next  ten  years  as  it 
has  done  in  the  past  five,  but  there  are  other  districts,  par- 
ticularly G  welo  and  Salisbury,  which  will  form  in  themselves 
new  centres  of  trade,  and  it  is  desirable  to  prevent  any  but 
qualified  chemists  and  druggists  from  settling  down  there. 
We  presume  that  the  object  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
opposition  to  the  Cape  certificates  was  a  business-move 
intended  to  encourage  direct  importations  from  the  Old 
Country  and  to  discourage  the  branch-shop  system  which 
is  so  prevalent  in  South  Africa.  It  looks  a  forlorn  hope,  and 
we  should  be  sorry  if  it  were  successful,  as  it  is  exceedingly 
desirable  that  all  opportunities  should  be  taken  to  secure 
colonial  pharmaceutical  reciprocity  with  the  view  to  ulti- 
mate uniformity  in  pharmaceutical  qualification  for  the 
British  Empire. 

Federation  Fancies. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Chemists'  Associations, 
to  be  held  at  Plymouth  next  week,  a  bold  bid  is  to  be 
made  for  annexing  the  Pharmaceutical  Society — of  Great 
Britain,  we  presume — to  the  Federation.  Mr.  J.  Smith,  of 
Liverpool,  is  to  propose  that  local  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tions should  nominate  the  local  secretaries  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  that  the  Associations  should  have  local 
secretaries  to  represent  them  on  the  Federation,  and  that 
closer  co-operation  between  local  Associations  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  local  secretaries  should  be  effected. 
All  this  is  put  in  the  form  of  one  resolution ;  and,  as  it 
goes  to  the  foundations  of  the  constitution  of  the  Federa- 
tion, Mr.  Smith  finds  it  necessary  also  to  propose  alterations 
in  the  rules — briefly,  these  provide  for  the  establishment  of 
"  local  committees,"  numerical  representation  according  to 
local  secretaries,  the  appointment  of  an  Executive  Committee 
to  assist  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Federation,  and 


payment  of  annual  subscriptions  of  5s.  to  the  Federation 
if  the  membership  is  less  than  25.  It  all  looks  a  bit  com- 
plicated ;  but  there  is  a  simpler  and,  apparently  counter- 
proposal by  Mr.  C.  J.  Park  in  regard  to  the  rules — he 
simplifies  representation  by  giving  each  association  of  25 
members  one  delegate  to  the  Federation,  25  to  50  two, 
50  to  75  three,  and  above  75  four.  He  would  also  make 
the  minimum  subscription  5s.  for  less  than  20  members. 
Rule-of-three  sums  will  show  that  Mr.  Smith's  scheme  of 
subscription  mulcts  local  members  2,hd.  each  per  annum  at 
most,  while  Mr.  Park's  figures  out  at  3^.  There  is  a  sweet 
simplicity  about  the  five  bawbees  which  we  cherish.  But 
this  momentous  reform  pales  before  the  proposals  which 
are  to  be  laid  before  the  Federation  by  Messrs.  Councillor 
Shorrock  and  R.  L.  Gifford,  representing  the  North- East 
Lancashire  Chemists'  Association.  One  of  these  is  that 
Great  Britain  should  be  divided  into  five  sections — (1)  Scot- 
land (Forfarshire,  Glasgow,  Inverness,  and  Aberdeen— poor 
Edinburgh  is  out  of  these  suggestions)  ;  (2)  North  Eastern 
(Newcastle,  Hull,  Sheffield,  Bradford,  Halifax,  Dewsbury, 
and  Grimsby);  (3)  North-Western  (North -East  Lanes, 
Burnley,  Bury,  Liverpool,  and  Manchester) ;  (4)  Midland 
(Birmingham  and  Nottingham) ;  and  (5)  Southern  (Cam- 
bridge, Tunbridge,  Brighton,  and  Plymouth).  The  objects 
of  grouping  local  associations  in  this  way  is  that  they  may 
meet  together  whenever  occasion  requires.  The  occasiors 
are  not  specified,  but  no  doubt  the  North- East  Lancashire 
idea  is  to  bring  representative  chemists  together  on  critical 
occasions.  The  Burnley  Association  suggests  something  of 
the  same  kind.  The  other  resolution  from  Blackburn  is  in 
the  following  terms  :— 

That  it  is  the  urgent  business  of  the  Federation  to  bring 
about  early  and  full  discussion  of  the  policy  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council,  with  a  view  to  eliminating  fallacious  ideas', 
and  uniting  the  country  upon  definite  lines  ;  these,  we  submit, 
should  be — 

(1)  Earliest  possible  settlement  of  the  question  of 
chemists'  title. 

(2)  A  large  extension  of  Part  II.  of  the  Schedule. 

Apart  from  the  second  "  definite  line  "  this  is  practically 
what  we  have  been  saying  in  an  earlier  article,  but  we 
should  be  rash  to  suppose  that  the  similarity  will  remain 
when  the  Blackburn  ideas  are  expanded.  There  is  a  looseness) 
of  expression  about  the  Blackburn  proposals  which  is  cha- 
racteristic of  these  ardent  reformers.  Apart  from  the  proposal 
that  the  Federation  should  take  charge  of  the  Pharmaceu  - 
tical Society,  the  real  novelty  in  the  suggestions  is  Mr. 
Smith's  proposal  to  form  local  committees.  We  do  not 
like  that  idea,  and  in  face  of  the  admitted  fact  that 
committeeism  is  the  greatest  evil  of  pharmaceutical  govern- 
ment, it  is  astounding  that  anyone  should  dream  of  extending 
the  evil  to  local  affairs.  The  proposals  for  the  reorganisa- 
tion of  the  Federation  we  take  to  be  a  compliment  to  Mr. 
Cowley,  who  has  been  most  energetic  as  Secretary,  and 
has  shown  local  associations  the  possibilities  of  the  Federa- 
tion. The  elaborate  executive  arrangements  now  proposed 
look  beautiful  on  paper,  and  if  carried  out  will  effectually 
stop  the  Secretary's  energies.  That  done,  a  new  Federation 
must  be  created,  and  as  to  its  chances  of  success  we  are 
exceedingly  doubtful. 


UNQUALIFIED  DISPENSERS. 

The  British  Medical  Journal  shares  the  view  expressed  by 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  the  limita- 
tion in  dispensing  for  apothecaries  provided  by  the  17th 
section  of  the  Apothecaries'  Act  is  open  to  question.  This 
nibbling  at  things  that  are  not  convenient  is  not  dignified 
conduct.  The  17th  section  provides  that  the  dispensing  of 
medicines  for  apothecaries  by  any  person  not  holding  th  e 
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Society's  certificate  is  an  offence,  for  which  the  offender  may 
be  fined  on  conviction.  The  Act  is  still  on  the  statute- 
book,  and  as  long  as  it  remains  there  it  should  be  enforced 
in  all  particulars.  The  medical  profession  takes  good  care 
that  it  shall  be  so  as  far  as  unregistered  medical  practitioners 
are  concerned,  but  as  they  have  neglected  to  enforce  this 
provision  in  regard  to  dispensers,  it  is  the  duty  of  pharma- 
cists, and  especially  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  to  keep  this  Apothecaries'  assistant's  certificate  in  its 
proper  place.  It  was  intended  for  a  specific  purpose— namely, 
to  ensure  the  correctness  of  dispensing  done  on  behalf  of 
apothecaries.  This  was  at  a  time  when  there  was  no  other 
means  of  controlling  dispensing-skill,  but  since  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  arisen,  and  has  been  entrusted  by  the 
State  with  the  regulation  of  qualifications  in  this  very  matter, 
and  the  Apothecaries'  Society  has  become  a  medical  body, 
it  is  not  unreasonable  to  urge  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  alone  should  have  control  over  dispensers'  qualifica- 
tions. That  there  is  danger  in  allowing  the  Apothecaries' 
■assistant's  certificate  to  be  treated  as  a  legal  pharmaceutical 
qualification  we  have  evidence  in  the  fact  that  during  the 
past  ten  days  several  correspondents  have  written  to  us 
asking  if  they  may  use  it.  for  trade  purposes.  If  this  sort  of 
thing  grows  it  will  be  bad  for  the  statutory  qualification. 

THE  TENTH  HANBURY  MEDALLIST. 
The  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has,  in  asso- 
ciation with  the  Presidents  of  the  Linnean  and  Chemical 
Societies,  the  President  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference, and  Mr.  F.  Ransom,  selected  Professor  Ladenburg, 
of  Breslau,  as  the  next  Hanbury  medallist.  This  we  learn 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Journal.  There  can  be  no 
-question  of  Professor  Ladenburg's  fitness  for  this  high 
honour.    He  has  done  much  in  regard  to  the  chemistry  of 

drugs,  which  is  one  of  the 
departments  of  research 
for  which  the  Hanbury 
medal  was  designed.  His 
work  on  alkaloids,  espe- 
cially on  their  synthesis, 
is  first-class,  and  it  is 
worth  recalling  that  in 
the  synthesis  of  atropine 
he  was  unable  to  get  the 
built-up  alkaloid  exactly 
like  the  natural  product 
without  the  intervention 
of  life,  which  he  supplied 
in  the  shape  of  mould 
'  grown  upon  the  solution 
of  the  alkaloidal  tartrate. 
It  is  well,  however,  to 
recall  that  the  range  of 
work  which  Daniel  Han- 
bury loved  was  the 
natural  history  of  drugs,  and  it  is  time  that  the  adjudicators 
of  the  award  should  turn  their  attention  to  Hanbury's 
special  subject.  The  first  Hanbury  medal  was  awarded  to 
Fliickiger,  Hanbury's  friend  and  associate  in  research.  The 
first  Fliickiger  medal  was  awarded  to  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  and 
this  award,  coming  from  the  Continent,  removed  any  delicacy 
there  may  have  been  about  the  bestowal  of  the  Hanbury 
medal  upon  a  man  closely  associated  with  the  work  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  We  regret  that  the  opportunity 
has  been  allowed  to  pass,  especially  as  it  is  clearly  the  turn 
of  pharmacognosy. 

HOW  TO  DISTINGUISH  MEDICINE-STAMPS. 
In  our  issue  for  July  1  we  referred  to  the  spuiiDus  stamrs 
which  are  printed  and  sold  in  New  York  for  using  with  imitr-

tions  of  English  patent  medicines.  Apart  from  the  colour  of 
the  red  ink  these  are  indistinguishable,  apparently,  from  the 
genuine  stamps,  and  we  therefore  asked  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  if  there  is  a  simple  method  of  distinction.  To 
this  we  have  received  the  following  reply : —  • 

Inland  Revenue, 

Somerset  House,  London,  W.C., 
July  12,  1899. 

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  1st  instant,  I  am  directed 
by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  acquaint  you  that  the  only 
way  in  which  a  spurious  medicine-duty  stamp,  similar  to  the  one 
submitted  by  you,  can  be  distinguished  from  a  genuine  stamp  is 
by  the  water-mark  in  the  paper,  the  design  of  which  is  a  crown. 
This  water-mark  can  be  readily  seen  if  the  paper  be  steamed. 
There  is  no  other  special  means  for  discovering  an  imitation 
medicine-stamp. 

I  may  add  that  the  specimen  forwarded  by  you,  and  herewith 
returned,  is  of  a  different  colour  to  the  genuine  stamp,  and  does 
not  contain  the  same  words  printed  on  it.

In  the  imitation  stamp  the  inner  circle  in  the  centre  is 
filled  with  a  crown  ;  in  the  genuine  "  \\d  "  or  other  figures 
are  there.  It  would  be  exceedingly  awkward  for  the  Inland 
Revenue,  and  for  retailers  in  Great  Britain,  if  these  imitations 
were  imported  surreptitiously  into  this  country.  It  is  not 
easy  to  distinguish  the  imitation  stamps  without  putting 
them  beside  the  genuine.

THE  KEKULE  MEMORIAL. 
We  have  received  particulars  of  the  fund  being  raised  in 
Germany  for  the  Kekule  memorial.  As  is  natural,  the  head- 
quarters of  the  fund  is  Bonn,  but  a  subsidiary  list  has  been 
opened  in  Berlin,  under  the  treasnrership  of  Dr.  Holtz,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  German  Chemical  Society.  The  total 
received  so  far  is  the  not  inconsiderable  sum  of  62,345m. 
The  German  Emperor  heads  the  list  with  500ai.,  and 
amongst  other  notable  contributors  are  : — Schimmel  &  Co., 
300m.;  Farbenfabriken  vorm.  Bayer  &  Co.,  2,000m.;  the 
Badische  Anilin-  und  Soda-Fabrik,  10,000m. ;  Meister,  Lucius 
&  Briiuing,  10,000m. ;  Ludwig  Mond,  1,000m.  We  also  notice 
the  names  of  Sir  Edward  Frankland,  Drs.  Thorpe,  Dewar, 
Attfield,  and  Meldola,  and  Messrs.  Otto  Hehner,  Lloyd 
Bullock,  &c.  The  Chemical  Society  of  London  has  con- 
tributed 25Z. 

THE   P.A.T.A.   ON  MR.  FASSETT. 

We  mentioned  a  few  weeks  since  that  Mr.  Fassett  had 
addressed  the  Proprietary  Association  of  America  upon  the 
P.A.T.A,  and  the  reports  which  we  read  contained  such 
extraordinary  statements  that  we  called  to  ask  Mr.  Fassett 
what  he  meant,  whereupon  he  informed  us  that  the  reports 
were  grossly  inaccurate.  The  P.A.T.A.  President  and 
Secretary  have  followed  suit,  and  have  been  to  see  Mr. 
Fassett,  receiving  the  same  statement  as  we  did.  Neverthe- 
less, the  Anti-cutting  Record  treats  the  report  of  the  speech 
in  parallel-colamn  style,  giviDg  a  blank  denial  to  eight 
important  statements,  and  finishing  up  by  referring  to 
Geraudel's  pastilles  in  the  following  terms  : — 

"Whilst  Mr.  Fassett  was  a  member,  he  was  also  agent  for 
Geraudel's  pastilles,  but  declined  to  advise  the  proprietors  to 
place  them  on  our  protected  list.  For  some  reason  or  other  the 
proprietors  have  since  changed  their  agent.  The  first  step  taken 
by  the  new  agents  was  to  add  Geraudel's  pastilles  to  the  protected 
list,  and  the  first  action  on  the  part  of  Messrs,  Fassett  &  Johnson 
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which  we  noticed  after  this  event  was  the  pushing,  by  means  of 
advertisement  and  travellers,  of  a  rival  preparation  to  Geraudel  s 
pastilles— namely,  Poncelet's  pastilles. 

We  may  explain  that  a  large  part  of  Mr.  Fassett's  address  in 
New  York  was  devoted  to  the  iniquities  of  substitution. 

CHILDISHNESS  OF  CINCHONA  PEOPLE. 
The  quinine-works  in  Java  have  had  much  tribulation  to 
go  through,  and  an  avalanche  of  complaint,  fault  finding, 
and  quarrelling  has  accompanied  the  tribulation.  Amidst  it 
all  the  industry  has  progressed,  but  the  spirit  of  mischief 
has  never  been  absent,  and  if  there  is  nothiDg  internal  to 
grumble  at  something  is  found  outside  to  create  annoyance. 
European  quinine-manufacturers  are  the  chief  enemies  of  the 
industry,  according  t>  Java  papers,  which  credit  these 
manufacturers  with  Machiavellian  habits  that  astound  those 
who  happen  to  know  tha  quinine- manufacturers.  For  ex- 
ample, they  say  that  the  plant  obtained  from  Europe  for  the 
Bandong  works  had  been  supplied  purposely  of  such  defective 
construction  as  to  lead  to  frequent  failures  and  breakdowns  ; 
also  that  the  steamship  companies,  threatened  with  the  loss 
of  the  shipments  of  bark  to  Europe,  insisted  upon  having  the 
wooden  barrels  used  for  the  transport  of  oil  required  by  the 
works  enclosed  in  iron  casks  costing  25s.  each.  An  even 
worse  instance  of  irritation  is  given  quite  seriously.  An  im- 
portant contract  for  sulphate  of  quinine  was  received  from 
Holland,  and  duly  executed  by  the  Bandong  works.  The 
quinine  was  packed  in  the  regulation  tins,  similar  to  those 
supplied  by  European  makers.  After  a  few  months  the 
whole  consignment  was  returned  with  the  remark  that  the 
quinine  would  only  be  accepted  if  the  tins  were  properly 
painted.  The  works  did  as  desired,  painted  the  tins  with 
enamel  paint,  and  reshipped  them  to  Holland.  A  second 
time  they  came  back,  "  as  the  bottoms  of  the  tins  had  not 
been  painted."  This  was  also  done,  and  the  lot  shipped  out 
again,  and  then  it  was  at  last  accepted.  The  European 
Syndicate  are  now  credited  with  having  taken  steps  to 
establish  works  of  their  own  in  Java,  in  the  immediate 
neighbsurhood  of  the  Government  cinchona  -  plantations 
We  can  find  no  trace  of  this  in  the  recent  official  publications, 
but  should  it  ba  a  fact  it  would  be  another  reason  for  the 
Bandong  works  to  come  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  to 
a  definite  understanding  with  the  Java  planters.  Want  of 
unity  amongst  themselves  is  really  at  the  bottom  of  all  their 
troubles. 
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THE  Plymouth  Local  Executive  have  prepared  a  souvenir 
of  next  week's  Conference  in  the  form  of  a  guide  to 
Plymouth  and  the  district.  It  is  exquisitely  done,  the 
article  on  Plymouth  and  its  history  being  good  as  a  piece 
of  writing,  well  illustrated,  and  giving  visitors  the  informa- 
tion that  they  require.  It  is  followed  by  articles  on  the 
geology  and  flora  of  Plymouth,  and  by  photograohic  and 
cycling  notes.  The  souvenir  is  from  the  press  of  Mr.  J.  H. 
Keys,  Plymouth,  and  the  illustrations  chiefly  from  photo- 
graphs by  Heath.  We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Davy  Turney, 
Hon.  Local  Secretary,  for  an  advance  copy.

fullers'  jEartft. 

By  An  ex-Miner. 


FULLERS'  EARTH  is  mentioned  in  the  Book  of  Kings,  as 
well  as  in  Malachi,  as  "  fullers'  sope."  Pliny  mentions 
it  as  being  the  principal  detergent  used  in  the  washing  of 
clothes,  but  it  was  known  and  used  long  before  the  time  of 
Romulus  and  Remus.  A  pictorial  representation  of  the 
fullirjg-process  is  still  extant  on  an  Egyptian  tomb  of  the 
time  of  Osutasen.  Fullers'  earth  derives  its  name  from  the 
Latin  fullo,  a  cleanser  of  cloth.  It  was  so  valuable  a  com- 
modity during  the  eighteenth  century  that  the  heavy  tine  of 
1*.  per  lb.  was  levied  on  all  taken  out  of  the  country. 

My  practical  acquaintance  with  fullers'  earth  is  limited  to 
the  Bedfordshire  deposits,  which  provide  the  best  earth 
obtainable,  and  there  is  enough  left  yet  to  last  a  great 
many  years.  There  it  occurs  as  a  seam  3  feet  to  6  feet  thick 
below  the  great  oolite  rocks,  which  contain  the  bath-stone 
strata,  and  are  of  Jurassic  period.  An  author  writing  at 
the  commencement  of  this  century  states  that  Wavendon, 
in  Bedfordshire,  supplied  the  greatest  quantity  and  finest 
quality  of  fullers'  earth  in  the  world  at  that  time.  He  then 
goes  on  to  describe  the  geological  formation  of  this  deposit, 
the  manner  of  working  the  seam,  and  the  properties  of 
fullers'  earth,  his  description  showing  that  he  had  personal 
acquaintance  with  the  subject,  also  that  the  place  is  sub- 
stantially the  same  to-day  as  it  was  then. 

When  first  got  out  fullers'  earth  appears  like  lumps  of 
clay,  and  in  two  colours — yellow  and  blue.  The  yellow  is 
the  best  earth,  contains  less  sand  and  grit,  and  is  used 
chii  fly  in  the  North  of  England  and  Scotland  amongst  the 
woollen-manufacturers  to  absorb  the  grease  from  woollen 
cloths  before  fio,ishirjg.  The  blue  earth  is  that  which  is 
ger  erally  ground  to  powder  and  sent  to  the  United  States 
for  refining  oils  and  lard.  When  I  first  went  into  the  trade 
we  were  despatching  30  to  40  tons  per  week  to  New 
York  City,  and  a  little  later  shipments  of  40  and  50  tons  about 
one 3  a  month  to  Chicago ;  then  suddenly  the  contracts  ran 
out,  were  not  renewed,  and  we  closed  down  for  at  least 
eighteen  months,  just  after  we  had  spent  over  2  000£.  on  new 
ma  hinery.  In  1893.  3^.  per  ton  f.o  b.  London  was  a  fair  price  to 
pay  for  powdered  earth,  and  a  fair  price  to  receive,  for  the 
reason  that  the  present-day  machinery  was  not  then  in  use, 
and  much  more  labour  had  to  be  employed  for  turning  out 
the  fmisQed  earth,  therefore  the  expenses  were  greater  than 
they  axi  now.  Soon,  however,  new  machinery  was  brought 
into  opjration  the  Cyclone  pulveriser  superseded  the  ancient 
mills,  a  tunnel  was  driven  straight  down  to  the  level  of  the 
mine  aid  the  old  shaft  worked  on  the  coal-mine  principle 
done  away  with,  new  and  more  modem  kilns  were  erected, 
foreign  timbsr  was  obtained  at  a  far  cheaper  rate,  and 
advertis:ng  was  extended.  The  last  was  an  additional  ex- 
pense, but  paid  us  immensely — especially  so  did  our  adver- 
tisement in  the  C.  D.  When  we  were  approached  by  our 
American  friends  to  renew  our  contracts  at  5s.  less  per  ton 
there  was  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  done,  but  we  held 
out  for  the  old  pri^e  at  d  lost  the  contract,  which  someone 
else  got  at  about  21.  10s.  per  ton.  Now  powdered  fullers' 
earth,  as  u  ed  for  refiniDg  oil  and  lard,  can  be  put  f.ob. 
London,  at  a  good  and  satisfactory  profit  to  the  seller,  at 
2,1.  5s.  per  ton,  whilst  the  best  kiln-dried  lump  yellow  No.  1 
earth  can  be  put  on  for  11.  18s.  per  ton,  with  a  good  margin 
of  profit. 

The  impalpable  powder  which  is  used  for  the  toilet  and 
nursery  is  much  more  expensive,  because  it  is,  strictly 
speaking,  the  powder  which  settles  from  the  dust-laden  air, 
and  which  travels  so  slowly  through  the  large  chambers 
that  it  takes  a  long  while  for  any  great  quantity  of  the 
impalpable  powder  to  settle  down.  There  is  but  a  small 
quantity  of  earth  in  its  crude  state  sold. 

As  regards  the  future  of  the  fullers'- earth  trade,  Bedford- 
shire will  play  an  important  part,  for  the  reason  that  there 
is  more  earth  left  there  than  at  all  other  places  in  the  world 
put  together.  At  Redhill,  in  Surrey,  it  is  nearly  all  gone  ; 
at  Bath,  in  Somersetshire,  it  is  rapidly  decreasing ;  in 
Staffordshire,  Sussex,  and  Kent  it  is  practically  played  out; 
and  there  is  no  other  place  in  Britain  where  it  can  be  found 
in  any  great  quantity.    There  is  a  small  deposit  reported 


to  have  been  found  at  Bala  in  North  Wales,  but  from 
samples  I  have  had  submitted  to  me  I  do  not  tbirjk  very 
highly  of  it.  The  earth  is  also  found  in  Saxony,  Bohemia, 
near  Aix-la-Chapelle,  and  Norway;  but  as  we  export  tons' 
of  earth  to  these  coui tries,  it  is  apparent  that  it  cannot  be 
found  there  in  great  quantity.  I  also  understand  that  some 
time  ago  it  was  mined  in  Florida,  Georgia,  Virginia,  and 
South  Dakota,  but  the  remark  I  have  made  with  regard  to 
the  earth  found  in  European  countiies  also  applies  to  that 
of  the  States. 

Fullers'  earth  has  of  late  years  grown  into  popular  favour 
by  its  introduction  in  the  form  of  fullers'-earth  soap,  and 
those  who  have  used  it  speak  very  highly  of  it.  This  is  a 
branch  which  may  be  cultivated  with  advantage,  owing  to 
its  bland  influence  upon  the  skin.  This  absolutely  neutral 
characteristic  and  its  absorbency  are  the  qualities  which 
secure  for  fullers'  earth  its  uses  in  the  aits,  and  all  my 
observations  go  to  show  that  the  consumption  of  the  earth 
is  on  the  increa<e. 

My  American  papers  tell  me,  week  by  week,  that  the  ex- 
port of  fullers'  earth  from  this  country  is  greatly  on  the 
increase,  a  fact  which  proves  some  of  the  statements  set  out 
above,  as  this  article  was  written  at  a  time  when  the  trade 
was  at  rather  a  low  ebb.  Very  large  consignments  are  beiDg 
made  weekly— something  like  100  to  150  tons— and,  alto- 
gether, the  future  I  have  predicted  has  more  rapidly  come  to 
pass  than  I  had  anticipated. 


Living  Pictures:  Their  History,  Plwto-production,  and  Prac- 
tical Working,  with  a  Digest  of  Jiritish  Patents  and 
Annotated  Bibliography.  By  H.  V.  Hopwood.  8f  x  5~. 
Pp.  275.  2s.  6d.  (Office  of  The  Optician.) 
This  book  is  the  first  serious  attempt!  to  treat  the  subject 
of  living  pictures  in  an  exhaustive  manner.  It  begins  with 
an  appropriate  chapter  on  the  persistence  of  vision,  from 
which  phenomena  the  present-day  cinematograph  has  been 
evolved.  Mention  is  made  of  the  thaumatrope  (the  bird-and- 
cage  illusion)  which,  early  in  the  century,  was  to  be  bought 
at  the  Royal  Institution.  The  principal  present-day 
apparatus  for  producing  living  pictures  are  then  described 
and  pictured,  and  this  is  followed  by  chapters  on  film- 
making and  exhibiting.  The  chronological  digest  of  British 
patents  is  an  interesting  feature  of  the  book,  and  consists  of 
short  notices  of  165  of  the  chief  patent-specifications  which 
have  been  published  on  the  subject  down  to  January,  189&. 
The  bibliography,  with  which  the  book  closes,  shows  pretty 
clearly  that  there  was  a  need  for  a  good  work  on  living 
pictures  such  as  the  present  volume  supplies. 

Colour :  A  Handbook  of  rhe  Theory  of  Colour.  By  G.  H. 
Hubst.  8£  x  5J.  Pp.  158.  '7s.  6d.  (Scott,  Green- 
wood &  Co.) 

To  supply  a  knowledge  of  the  cause  and  production  of 
colour  is  the  object  ot  this  book,  and  in  explaining  the 
various  phenomena  which  occur  on  mixing  colours  the 
requirements  of  the  practical  dyer  and  painter  have  been- 
especially  kept  in  view.  Toe  following  outline  of  the  sub- 
jects dealt  with  in  the  book  shows  its  scope  : — (1)  Colour 
and  its  production,  (2)  cause  of  colour  in  coloured  bodies, 
(3)  colour  phenomena  and  theories,  (4)  physiology  of  light, 
(5)  contrast,  (6)  colour  in  decoration  and  design,  (7) 
measurement  of  eolour.  The  explanation  of  the  various 
theories  and  phenomena  dealt  with  in  the  book  are  ex- 
plained in  a  concise  manner,  and  are  such  as  can  be  easily 
followed  by  the  ordinary  reader.  There  are  ten  coloured 
plates  and  seventy-two  illustrations  in  the  book,  which 
are  decidedly  helpful  in  elucidating  the  various  difficult 
problems  dealt  with.  We  have  found  the  book  very 
interesting,  and  can  recommend  iti  to  all  who  wish  to 
master  the  different  aspects  of  colour  theory,  with  a  view 
to  a  practical  application  of  the  knowledge  so  gained. 

Hie  Synthetischen  und  isolirten  aromctica.  Von  Dr.  J.  M. 
Klimont.  9x6.  Pp.  206  Leipzig:  Baldamus  & 
Mahraun,  1899.   4  50m. 

To  those  who  are  practically  interested  in  essential  oils 
and  the  manufacture  of  perfumes,  and  who  can  read  German, 
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this  is  a  useful  book,  as  for  the  first  time  it  collects  in 
suitable  form  the  information  regarding  the  principal 
constituents  of  essential  oils,  and  of  synthetic  bodies  re- 
sembling these  principles.  In  a  preliminary  chapter,  the 
characteristics  and  chemical  constitution  of  aromatic  bodies 
are  discussed  generally,  then  in  turn  hydrocarbons,  alcohols, 
phenols,  and  phenolic  ethers,  aldehydes,  ketones,  acids,  and 
unclassifiable  bodies  such  as  musk-substitutes  and  allyl 
sulphide  are  considered.  The  information  given  is  to  the 
point.  For  example,  in  treating  of  irone  (C1:,H,„0),  we  get 
the  graphic  formula  of  the  substance  and  its  lactors,  then  a 
few  lines  about  the  way  it  was  isolated  by  Tiemann  and 
Ktiiger  (Ber.  26,  2679),  and  the  process  as  described  in 
Haarrnann  and  Reimer's  German  patent  (72840)  with 
remarks  thereon,  and  the  reactions  of  the  substance.  The 
article  following  this  is  on  ionone,  and  is  on  similar  lines,  but 
there  are  added  ten  pages  on  ionone  homologues,  hydrated 
ionone,  and  alpha  and  beta  ionones,  with  a  contrast  between 
ionone  and  irone.  While  giving  the  leading  facts  about  all 
the  substances,  Dr.  Klimont  adds  references  to  original  papers 
for  the  benelit  of  those  who  wish  fuller  information.

POLOZONE. 

Professor  Berge,  of  Brussels  University,  finds  that  the 
best  purifier  and  steriliser  of  water  is  a  composite  gas  con- 
sisting of  one  volume  of  chlorine  and  two  volumes  of  oxygen, 
formed  by  the  decomposition  of  chlorate  of  potash  by  sul- 
phuric acid,  of  a  density  of  171.  In  contact  with  water  the 
chloric  acid  formed  becomes  decomposed  into  polozone  and 
oxygen.  Polozone  is  soluble  in  water,  but  is  decomposed  by 
heat,  light,  and  by  contact  with  organic  matter.  It  is  a  more 
energetic  oxidiser  than  ozone,  and  id  destroys  micro-organisms 
and  kills  toxins.  Fishes  live  well  in  water  charged  with  the 
Barge  steriliser,  the  germination  and  development  of  plants 
are  in  nowise  hindered.  The  cost  of  sterilisation  by  this 
means  is  but  trivial. 

Crystallised  Calcium  Sulphide. 

M.MouRLOShas  communicated  a  paper  to  the  Paris  Academy 
of  Sciences  on  the  preparation  of  crystallised  sulphides  of 
calcium  and  strontium,  which  he  has  prepared  in  two  ways  : 
(1)  by  heating  a  mixture  of  the  corresponding  sulphate  with 
carbon,  (2)  by  fusing  the  anhydrous  sulphide  obtained  by 
M.  Sabatier's  method,  the  temperature  employed  being  that 
of  the  electric  furnace  with  a  current  of  1,000  amperes  at 
60  volts.  The  crystallised  sulphides  are  more  stable  than 
the  corresponding  amorphous  salts,  and  are  attacked  with 
difficulty  by  reagents.  Both  crystallise  in  the  cubic  system, 
and  are  without  action  upon  polarised  light.  It  would  be 
interesting  to  know  if  the  calcium  sulphide  so  obtained  is 
therapeutically  active.  If  so,  it  should  replace  the  amor- 
phous sulphide  now  in  use,  which  is  variable  in  composition. 

Peroxide  of  Hydrogen  and  Spontaneous 
Combustion. 

A  case  occurred  in  New  York,  some  time  ago,  in  which 
a  cheesecloth-bandage  had  been  kept  constantly  mois- 
tened with  solution  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen  for  some 
time,  and  then  through  neglect  the  bandage  had  been 
allowed  to  become  warm  (body  temperature).  The  bandage 
then  became  charred,  causing  a  severe  burn.  The  charring 
was  attributed  to  the  presence  of  a  slight  amount  of  sul- 
phuric acid  in  the  solution.  Mr.  E.  H.  Gane  has  since,  in  a 
communication  to  the  American  Druggist,  shown  that  the 
slight  amount  of  sulphuric  acid  present  played  little  part  in 
the  reaction,  and  that  a  similar  effect  can  be  produced  if 
the  solution  is  neutralised,  or  rendered  alkaline.  Decom- 
position of  the  peroxide  in  the  presence  of  organic  matter  is 
shown  to  be  the  cause  of  the  charring,  and  the  experiment 
of  the  late  Henry  Mc  Lagan  recalled,  in  which  he  showed 
some  years  ago  that  pure  peroxide  of  hydrogen  was  so 
powerful  an  oxidising  agent  that  if  a  ball  of  silk  be  dipped 
in  the  fluid  and  gently  warmed,  the  oxidising  proceeded  so 
fiercely  that  the  silk  became  inflamed. 


Soutb  Hfrican  IRews. 

(From  our  Correspondents.) 


The  Rhodesia  Pharmacy  Ordinance. — This  measure 
has  passed,  and  awaits  the  approval  of  Sir  Alfred  Milner. 
Writing  to  us  on  June  24,  Mr.  W.  Dawn  Copley,  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Rhodesia,  says : — "  The 
Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  has  been  drafted,  intro- 
duced, and  passed  in  the  face  of  the  strongest  opposition 
from  medical  men  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  first 
intimation  the  Society  received  of  the  introduction  of  the 
Bill  was  a  paragraph  in  the  local  paper,  announcing  that  it 
had  passed  its  second  reading.  The  Society  immediately  held 
an  emergency-meeting,  and  wired  and  wrote  fully  to  the  mem- 
bers for  Matabeleland  their  objections  to  the  proposed  Act. 
The  medical  profession  also  protested  strongly,  but  nothing 
could  be  dorie  by  the  four  elected  members,  as  the  Govern- 
ment representatives,  who  are  seven,  voted  solid  on  almost 
every  question.  The  Bill  was  passed  with  minor  alterations, 
and  appeals  have  now  been  made  from  the  medical  profes- 
sion and  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  his  Excellency  the  High 
Commissioner  to  withhold  his  sanction  to  the  ordinance. 
Our  representative  members  found  themselves  in  a  hopeless 
minority,  and  retired  from  the  Council  Chamber  as  a  public 
protest.  On  their  return  to  Bulawayo  the  members  for 
Matabeleland  were  presented  with  an  address  from  the 
Ohamber  of  Commerce,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  other 
Associations,  thanking  them  for  the  splendid  fight  they  had 
made  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  and  assuring  them  of 
their  continued  support  and  confidence.  Throughout  this 
campaign  every  chemist  has  loyally  stuck  to  the  Society, 
and  their  decisions  have  been  unanimous." 

Analysis  in  Natal. — The  1898  report  of  the  Natal 
Government  Chemist  (Mr.  E.  Nevill,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.)  shows 
that  good  work  has  been  done  by  the  Chemical  Department 
during  the  year.  The  laboratory  work  is  divided  into  seven 
sections — viz.,  Agricultural,  Mining,  Excise,  Arms,  Customs, 
Toxicological,  and  General.  Numerous  analyses  were  made 
in  each  of  these  divisions,  and  records  given.  In  the  Mining 
Division  some  excellent  specimens  of  copper  ore  were 
examined  ;  but  some  samples  of  supposed  tin,  nickel,  and 
bismuth  ores  were  found  to  be  different  forms  of  ordinary 
ferruginous  minerals.  In  the  Excise  Division  the  samples 
of  methylated  spisit  (of  which  sixty-nice  were  examined) 
proved  more  satisfactory  than  those  analysed  in  previous 
years.  A  case  of  whisky  manufactured  from  coloured 
colonial  spirit  and  flavouring-essences  was  detected  and 
promptly  stopped  by  the  Excise ;  "  but,"  Mr.  Nevill  adds, 
"  whisky  made  artificially  from  pure  coloured  spirit  and 
proper  flavouring-essences  is  rather  more  wholesome  than 
many  of  the  cheaper  whiskies  imported  into  the  colony.  It 
is  not  the  vile,  poisonous,  deleterious  compound  commonly 
supposed."  Thirty-three  samples  of  medicated  tinctures,  in 
the  Customs  Division,  were  found  to  be  genuine,  unlike  the 
experiences  of  previous  years.  There  weie  thirteen  cases  in 
the  Toxicological  Division.  These  are  the  most  onerous 
cases  which  come  into  the  laboratory,  the  report  con- 
tinues, dealing,  as  they  generally  do,  with  poisonous 
principles  unknown  to  science,  and  carrying  with  them  the 
heavy  responsibility  that  absolute  accuracy  must  be  in- 
dubitable. To  show  absolute  proof  to  a  jury  in  many  of 
these  cases  is  an  extremely  difficult  matter,  and  with 
certain  classes  of  noxious  bodies  it  is  impossible  to  obtain 
such  proof  in  the  present  state  of  scientific  knowledge. 
Medicines  or  food  are  sent  to  the  laboratory  under  the  sus- 
picion of  containing  ergot,  ergotine,  or  similar  fungoid  body, 
or  savin  oil  or  similar  body.  But  there  is  no  means  by  which 
ergot  or  ergotine  can  be  proved  to  be  present  in  such 
mixtures  ;  there  is  no  adequate  chemical  test  for  it,  and  in 
its  microscopical  appearances  it  cannot  be  distinguished  from 
a  score  of  similar  growths  of  comparatively  harmless 
character.  It  is  the  same  with  savin  oil ;  its  peculiar  odour 
may  in  some  cases  be  recognised,  but  there  is  no  chemical 
test  for  it,  no  means  for  distinguishing  it  from  scores  of  similar 
terpenes  all  quite  free  from  its  noxious  qualities.  Aconi- 
tine  can  ordinarily  be  detected  with  certainty,  but  it  cannot 
te  separated  from  many  mixtures  in  a  form  psrmitting  the 
application  of  the  proper  tests.

PORTLAND  TAKES  MORE  CHEMICALS. 
Chemicals  imported  into  Portland,  Oregon,  in  1898  were : — 
Sulphur,  3,703  tons  (18,1070,  1897.  1.157  tons  (4.340Z.) ; 
caustic  soda,  391,486  lbs.  (1,2562),  1897,  34530*  lbs. 
(1,1682);  soda  ash,  507,454  lbs.  (6152  ),  1897.  384,350  lbs., 
(5282  )  ;  chloride  of  lime,  19  276  lbs.  (722  ),  1897,  7,895  lb?. 
(352.)  ;  carbonate  of  soda,  116  547  lbs.  (1532),  1897,  152  186 
lbs.  (2262.).  The  above  figures  show  a  substantial  increase, 
with  the  exception  of  the  last-named  article. 

BAGDAD  BUSINESS. 
During  1898  Bagdad  exported  to  Europe  and  the  United 
States  10  426  bags  of  Persian  galls  (41,7001).  liquorice  root 
4,630  bales  (7.0002.),  gum  arabic  182  cases  (3002.),  opium  20 
cases  (1,5002  ),  gum  ammoniacum  and  galbanum  123  cases 
(4502),  gum  tragacanth  13  500  cwt.  (113,8002).  From 
Bussorah  largely  increased  quantities  of  galls  were  exported — 
viz  ,  10,550  bags  (52,7502.)  against  3,203  bags  (1,1212  )  in  1897; 
liquorice  root  29,291  bales  (29,0002 ),  in  1897  17,551  bales 
(17,0002  ).  This  article  was  greatly  in  demand  for  the 
United  States  via  London. 

NEW   CALEDONIA  TARIFF  AND  IMPORTS. 

A  modified  tariff  was  adopted  by  the  French  colony  of 
New  Caledonia  on  February  5,  and  among  the  dutiable  goods 
we  notice  the  following  : — Alcohol,  varnish,  and  turpentine 
varnish,  18f.  per  100  kilos,  net;  medical  substances,  10  per 
cent,  ad  vol.  ;  condensed  milk,  with  or  without  sugar,  8f. ; 
pepper,  20f  ;  olive,  linseed,  colza,  and  other  oils,  and  tur- 
pentine, 6f. ;  kerosene,  mineral  oils,  and  naphtha  (for 
lighting),  6E. — all  per  100  kilos,  net.  The  imports  during 
1898  included  medicinal  substances,  2  539f. ;  medicinal 
herbs  and  plants,  2,185f. ;  chemical  products,  lll,079f.  ; 
candles  and  patent  medicines,  &c,  194,805f.  The  bulk  of 
the  above  goods  was  sent  from  France,  with  the  exception 
of  80,820f.  worth  of  chemical  products  imported  from  "other 
countries." 

TANGIER  TRADE. 

It  is  a  cheering  sign  to  note  from  a  consular  report  on  the 
trade  of  Tangier  during  1898  that  GreatBritain  had  the  largest 
stare  of  the  foreign  trade.  Her  percentage  of  exports  to 
Tangier  was  58  J  per  cent.,  and  imports  from  that  country,  33| 
per  cent.,  Spain,  France,  and  Germany  dividing  the  remainder 
of  the  trade  between  them.  Great  Britain's  imports  rose  from 
165.8732.  to  175  2812.,  while  France  suffered  heavily,  her 
imports  having  fallen  from  87.1952.  to  54,7922. ;  German  im- 
ports also  show  a  decrease  of  8f  per  cent.  Under  chemicals 
the  principal  articles  imported  were  potassium  salts  from 
Belgium  and  Germany,  and  carbonate  of  soda  from  Britain. 
The  chief  spices  imported  were  pepper,  pimento,  cloves,  and 
cinDamon,  and  of  the  total  amount,  1,7702.  (1897,  1,1002.), 
1,4722.  came  from  Britain. 

SYRIA. 

From  Beirut  and  the  coast  of  Syria  Mr.  Consul-General 
Drummond  Hay  reports  that  last  year's  olive- crop  was 
plentiful,  and  large  exports  of  oil  this  year  may  be  looked 
for.  The  manufacturing-process  is  improving,  and  the  oil 
competes  well  locally  with  the  French  oil.  No  other  drug- 
gists' article  is  specifically  mentioned,  but  we  gather  from 
the  tables  appended  to  the  report  that  in  1898  3,000  bales 
of  liquorice-root  (24,5002.)  and  535  barrels  o£  olive  oil 
(6,4202 )  were  exported.  Mr.  Vice  -  Consul  Monaban, 
reporting  on  the  districts  of  Haifa  and  Acre,  mentions 
that  "  the  yield  of  olive  oil  was  very  good,  as  seems  to  be 
generally  the  case  in  every  alternate  year."  The  exports 
amounted  to  1,400  000  lbs.  (15,6252.).  In  Sidon  "the 
olive-crop  was  abundant,  but  most  of  the  oil  was  still  in 
store."  Tripoli  sponge-divers  have  emigrated  to  America, 
and  only  6,4002.  worth  of  sponges  was  exported  from  there 
last  year  to  France  and  Trieste. 

JAPAN'S  FOREIGN  TRADE. 

Hakodate,  though  not  one  of  the  principal  ports  of  Japan, 
nevertheless  reflects,  according  to  a  consular  report  by  Mr, 


Playfair,  the  general  conditions  prevalent  in  the  island. 
Imports  have  increased  from  46,0132.  in  1897  to  83,7122.  last 
year.  The  value  of  exports,  on  the  other  hand,  contrary  to 
the  s^ate  of  affairs  generally  at  other  Japanese  ports,  is  (at 
127,4252,or  neaily  1.0C02.  less  than  in  1897)  far  ahead  of 
the  imports.  There  is  thus  a  net  improvement  in  the  trade 
of  the  port  of  36,7302.  The  minor  pcrts  of  Otaru  and 
Muroran  show  a  marked  decline  in  trade.  The  detailed 
figures  show  tbat  exports  to  Great  Britain,  at  3,6472.,  are 
almost  1,0002.  less  than  in  the  year  before,  but  concurrently 
with  this  the  imports  from  this  country  have  risen  from 
4,3932.  to  21  9752 ,  whereas  those  from  the  United  States- 
do  no1;  value  more  than  762.  The  U.S ,  however,  is  a 
good  customer  at  Hakodate,  as  it  spent  19,7432.,  or  3,2732. 
more  than  in  the  year  before.  China,  however,  is  the  leading 
importer  from  Japan,  taking  goods  valued  at  78,1332.,  the 
United  States  coming  next,  and  Russian  Asia  third. 

ITALIAN   OLIVE  OIL. 

So  far  as  the  olive-oil  industry  was  concerned,  the  year 
1898  will  be  remembered  in  Italy  as  a  failure,  ar_d  especially 
was  this  the  case  with  regard  to  the  district  of  Taranto,  an 
important  centre.  To  form  an  estimate  of  the  diminished 
trade  it  is  necessary  to  quote  the  figures  for  1897,  when,  out 
of  a  total  of  1  300  tons  of  olive  oil  shipped  from  Taranto, 
over  1,1C0  went  to  Russia,  whereas  in  1898,  owing  to  the 
complete  failure  of  the  crop,  only  311  tons  of  oil  were  ex- 
ported altogether,  Malta  taking  34  tons  as  compa-ed  with 
80  tons.  The  introduction  of  machinery  has  affected  very 
considerably  the  general  characteristics  of  the  oil  produced 
in  the  province.  Under  the  old  system  three  or  more 
distinct  qualities  of  oil  were  produced,  the  olives  being 
passed  and  repassed  several  times  through  hand- worked 
presses,  each  time  producing  an  oil  of  poorer  quality.  When 
no  more  oil  could  be  extracted  in  this  way,  the  "sansa,"  or 
"  grounds,"  was  treated  with  sulphuric  acid  to  produce  an 
inferior  oil,  which  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  soap. 
The  introduction  of  the  hydraulic  press,  however,  has  done 
away  with  these  distinctive  grades  ;  a  larger  quantity  of  oil 
is  produced,  but  the  quality,  taken  as  a  whole,  deteriorates, 
and  the  higher  class  of  eating-oil  can  only  be  obtained  by 
repeated  filtration.  Though  the  oil  produced  in  this  way  is 
excellent  in  colour  and  appearance,  after  continual  straining 
it  loses  much  of  its  flavour  and  lacks  the  fruity  taste  which 
distinguishes  the  best  oil  produced  by  the  old  method  of 
extraction. 

SULPHUR-REFINING  IN  SICILY. 

The  United  States  Consuls  at  Catania  and  Palermo,  re- 
porting on  sulphur- refining  in  Sicily,  state  that  there  are  four 
systems  employed  in  Catania — viz.,  the  "  calcarone,"  Gill, 
Fiocchi,  and  Orlando.  The  first,  the  ca'carone  or  kiln,  is 
the  primitive  method  of  extraction,  and  is  the  one  generally 
used.  The  "  Gill  "  is  a  more  modern  system,  and  consists  of 
furnaces  or  batteries  worked  in  a  series  of  four.  The  follow- 
ing is  the  account  of  the  process  : — ■ 

After  being  charged  the  ore  in  one  cell  is  fired  and  the  smoke, 
instead  of  passing  into  the  open  air,  as  is  the  case  with  the  cal- 
carone, passes  into  the  adjacent  cell  and  gradually  heats  the 
mineral,  until  by  the  time  the  first  cell  lias  finished  working,  the 
other  has  reached  such  a  temperature  that  the  ore  ignites  and 
cell  No.  1  is  again  filled  ;  and  so  the  process  goes  on.  The  ad- 
vantage is  that  the  gases,  which  are  heavily  charged  with  sulphur, 
are  not  lost,  and  the  percentage  of  sulphur  recovered  is  consider- 
ably highly  ;  further,  the  time  occupied  is  much  less  than  with 
the  calcarone,  the  working  of  each  cell  occupying  from  seventy- 
two  to  ninety-six  hours,  according  to  size  ;  and  as  very  little  smoke 
escapes,  the  proprietors  can  work  all  through  the  year.  Catania 
is  the  headquarters  of  the  sulphur-refining  industry,  with  the 
exception  of  one  plant  at  Palermo.  The  largest  plant  consists  of 
four  ovens,  each  containing  a  battery  of  ten  retorts  for  refining, 
capable  of  turning  out  48  tons  of  refined  sulphur  in  twenty-four 
hours  ;  four  ovens  with  four  chambers  for  subliming  and  making 
flower  of  sulphur,  capable  of  producing  2,000  tons  during  a  season  ; 
and  a  steam  mill  with  runner  edge  stones  of  lava,  capable  of 
milling  3,000  half -cwt.  bags  (165,000 'lbs.)  of  sulphur  per  day.  The 
refining-season  commences  in  October  and  ends  in  June,  while  the 
milling- season  lasts  only  about  four  months — February  to  June. 
In  Palermo  reduction  by  the  calcarone  is  the  more  general  method 
in  use,  as  the  furnace  is  of  easy  construction  and  inexpensive, 
being  operated  in  the  open  air.  The  quantity  of  sulphur  produced 
by  this  system  during  1890,  1891,  1892,  1893,  and  1894,  as  respects 
the  total  production  of  the  mines  operated,  shows  the  following 
proportions:  80  per  cent.,  71  per  cent.,  65  per  cent.,  66  per  cent., 
and  62  per  cent,  respectively.

The  Edinburgh  Suggestions. 

Sie, — In  regard  to  the  "  Edinburgh  suggestions,"  I  may 
say  that  the  Trade  Association  passed  them  as  a  contribution 
towards  the  settlement  of  the  company  question.  Many 
ideal  schemes  have  baen  brought  forward— among  which 
are  the  suggestions  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society — excellent  in  themselves,  but  as  practical  men  we 
are  not  concerned  about  these.  ■  Rather  would  we  strive 
after  a  solution  of  the  difficulty  which,  while  fulfilling  the 
preamble  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  would  place  some  necessary 
restrictions  on  company -pharmacy. 

The  regulation  scheme  which  we  propose  includes  (1) 
registration  of  companies,  annual  fee;  (2)  makiDg  em- 
ployers responsible  for  the  acts  of  unqualified  assistants  ; 
and  (3)  restriction  of  titles  to  registered  chemists. 

Companies  would  furnish  to  the  Registrar  the  addresses  of 
their  shops,  together  with  the  names  and  addresses s  of  the 
qualified  managers,  and  would  be  required  to  notify  any 
changes  in  regard  to  these.  They  would  be  required  to 
exhibit  the  manager's  name  in  a  prominent  place  in  or 
about  the  shop.  For  registration  there  would  be  a  sub- 
stantial annual  fee.  New  companies  would  pay  on  registra- 
tion a  fee,  say,  of  51.  besides  the  annual  fee. 

At  present  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  difficulty  in 
reaching  the  companies  under  the  present  pharmacy  laws. 
In  prosecutions  it  is  the  poor  unqualified  nobody  who 
suffers,  and  who  is  unable  as  a  rule  to  pay  any  fine.  This 
would  be  altered.  The  proprietor  would  be  sued  in  cases 
of  infringement.  The  titles  would  be  restricted  to  qualified 
persons.  Now  I  submit  that  if  the  Pharmacy  Act  were 
amended  in  some  such  way  as  this,  it  would  handicap 
the  companies  in  carrying  on  the  drug -business,  and  by 
placing  them  under  the  control  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  in  the  hands  of  a  qualified  manager,  would 
provide  for  the  safety  of  the  public  and  the  security  of  the 
chemist. 

The  majority  of  chemists  appear  to  be  of  opinion  that  we 
■cannot  stop  the  companies,  but  many  seem  to  think  that  the 
directors  ought  to  be  qualified.  Apparently  they  do  not  see 
that  by  insisting  on  a  qualified  directorate  they  are  actually 
asking  that  company-pharmacy  should  be  stopped.  Few 
of  the  present  companies  could  afford  to  provide  qualified 
directors  unless  by  electing  their  qualified  assistants;  but 
it  is  not  easy  to  see  how  the  safety  of  the  public  requires  it. 

To  demand  a  qualified  directorate  is  equivalent  to  saying, 
"  We  cannot  stop  the  companies,  but  we  ought  to."  This 
would  be  a  policy  of  regulation  with  annihilation  combined. 
Chemists  might  approve  of  it,  but  no  other  person  would. 
Does  Mr.  Reid  take  up  this  position  ?

To  speak  in 
general  terms  of  employers  who  advertise  for  competent 
men  is  perhaps  a  little  outside  my  province  ;  but  I  make  bold 
to  assert  that  there  does  not  exist  another  trade  where  a  like 
system  prevails  as  in  curs.    Employers  will  tell  you  that 


there  are  very  few  good  men  to  be  obtained— at  the  price. 
This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  assistants  are  scarce.

"  Homoeopathic  Cutting." 

Sib, — May  I  be  allowed  in  my  capacity  of  buyer  in  a  large 
stores  to  add  my  quota  to  the  correspondence  in  your  columns 
regarding  wholesale  prices  of  homeopathic  medicines?  It 
is  my  mission  to  buy  in  the  best  market,  and  one  would  say 
that  with  such  a  policy  as  Messrs.  Ashton  &  Parsons's  I 
should  be  well  content.  But  has  it  occurred  to  these 
gentlemen  that  the  retailer,  and  especially  the  retailer  on 
cutting-lines,  will  soon  be  following  suit  ? 

I  cannot  afford  to  let  another  establishment  "  go  one 
better."  Simply  as  a  matter  of  precaution  I  may  probably 
have  to  sell  at,  say,  2d  per  bottle.  A  nice  object-lesson  this, 
and  hardly  calculated  to  enhance  the  confidence  of  the 
public  in  the  intrinsic  value  and  virtue  of  homoeopathic 
medicines.  A  price-list  quotation  may  perhaps  read : 
"Homoeopathic  medicines,  usual  price  Is.,  our  price  2d." 
Apart  from  this,  however,  as  a  chemist  I  extremely  regret 
that  principles  calculated  to  establish  a  state  of  commercial 
anarchy  should  have  been  introduced  by  an  influential  firm 
of  homoeopathic-medicine  dealers — a  state  calculated  to  do 
themselves  no  good,  to  shake  the  confidence  of  the  public 
in  the  very  products  they  handle,  and  lastly  to  reduce  the 
returns  and  corresponding  profits  of  the  retailer.

Spir  it  -  drawback. 

Sib, — In  your  editorial  article  respecting  the  proposed 
alteration  in  the  tincture-drawback  regulations,  you  state 
that  in  some  quarters  it  is  contended  that  waste-allowance 
should  be  granted  upon  spirit  of  chloroform.  We  believe 
this  to  be  a  mistake,  and  your  sympathy  with  the  Excise 
authorities  therefore  wasted.  As  the  publication  of  such  a 
statement,  uncorrected,  might  prejudice  the  question,  we 
desire  to  point  out  that  it  is  only  asked  that  spirit  of 
chloroform  and  spirit  of  ether  should  be  placed  in  the  same 
category  as  all  other  preparations  in  regard  to  sampling  and 
measurement.  Under  the  present  regulation,  even  where 
special  consent  has  been  obtained  to  mix  the  required 
quantity  of  spirit  and  chloroform,  in  bulk,  in  the  presence  of 
the  officer,  and  thee  fill  the  bottles,  a  considerable  amount  of 
time,  both  of  the  officer  and  of  the  exporter,  is  wasted.

"  We  are  in  receipt  of  your  postcard  ordering  J  doz.  badger 
toothbrushes,  but  which  we  are  obliged  to  return  with 
thanks,  as  we  cannot  spare  the  time  to  enter  and  pack  such 
small  orders.  P.S. — You  seem  to  think  we  are  retail  brush- 
makers."

We  do  not  give  legal  opinions  by  post.  Information  regarding 
most  legal  matters  in  connection  with  pharmacy  will  be  found 
i>i  The  Chemists' and  Druggists'  Diary,  and  in  "Pharmacy 
and  Poison  Laws  of  the  United  Kingdom,"  and  Alpe's 
"  Handy-book  of  Medicine-stamp  Duty." 

65/45.  Prelim. — The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  does  not  recognise  the  Preliminary  examination  of 
the  Irish  Society. 
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65/43.  Ajax. — We  presume  that  by  "  an  institution  "  you 
mean  a  hospital.  The  Pharmacy  Act  does  not  touch  such 
places  so  long  as  they  do  not  charge  for  medicines—?'  e.,  keep 
open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons.  The  directors  of  some 
such  institutions  consider  the  Apothecaries'  assistant's 
certificate  sufficient  qualification  for  them,  although  in  all 
the  large  hospitals  the  head  dispensers  are  either  Minor  or 
Major  men.  All  that  the  law  says  in  respect  to  the  certifi- 
cate is  that  it  is  required  by  those  who  act  as  assistants 
to  apothecaries  ;  to  that  extent  it  is  a  legal  qualification  in 
dispensing.  You  can  obtain  full  particulars  regarding  the 
examination  by  addressing  the  Secretary,  Court  of  Ex- 
aminers, Soc.  Apoth.,  Water  Lane,  Blackfriars. 

63/27.  H.  T. — If  you  had  the  trade-marks  assigned  to 
you  when  you  purchased  the  business  to  which  they  belong 
they  are  undoubtedly  your  property,  and  the  Comptroller 
may  ask  you  to  prove  to  him  that  they  are  your  property 
when  you  come  to  pay  the  renewal  fees  at  the  end  of  the 
fourteen  years'  use. 

62/30.  Dispenser. — See  reply  to  "  Ajax."  There  is  nothiDg 
in  the  Pharmacy  Act  to  prevent  you  keeping  open  shop  and 
calling  yourself  "qualified  dispenser,"  but  you  must  not 
keep  or  sell  poisons. 

62/10.  A  Wholesale  Firm,  consisting  of  a  qualified 
chemist  in  partnership  with  an  unqualified  friend,  propose 
to  put  a  speciality  on  the  market  containing  corrosive 
sublimate.  They  ask  if  they  would  be  fulfilling  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  by  labelling  the  preparation  "  Poison." 
[That  is  all  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  requires,  the  preparation 
only  being  saleable  by  those  registered  under  the  Act.] 
They  further  ask,  What  difficulties  may  arise  so  far  as  they 
as  a  firm  are  concerned  1  [If  their  transactions  are 
strictly  wholesale  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  no  power 
to  interfere,  wholesale  dealing  being  exempted  under  the 
16th  section  of  the  Act ;  but  if  any  retail  sales  are  made  the 
unqualified  partner  will  render  himself  liable  to  prosecution 
under  the  Act.] 

61/48.  Lex. — It  is  not  illegal  to  advertise  your  own 
infants'  food  on  the  tins  of  another  proprietary  food,  but 
you  will  need  to  be  careful  how  you  do  it.  See  the  case  of 
Mellin  v.  White,  reported  in  the  C.  %  B.,  April  7,  1894. 

67/69.  Carica. — If  you  did  not  specify  a  date  in  ordering 
the  poison- cupboard  from  the  joiner,  you  are  bound  to  take 
delivery  of  it  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  that  is  a  matter 
of  evidence.  You  give  us  no  facts  upon  which  we  might 
form  an  opinion. 

67/44.  Apiol. — (1)  A  petroleum-licence  is  not  necessary 
for  selling  burning-oil  with  a  flash-point  above  73°  F.  See 
The  Chemists'  and  Dbuggists'  DiABY.page  218.  (2)  Phos- 
phorus-paste is  not  a  legal  poison.  You  had  better  ask  the 
maker  of  the  powders  whether  they  contain  poison  or  not. 
We  are  supposed  not  to  know  their  composition. 

66/48.  JR.  C.  T.  has  bought  a  business,  giving  an  under- 
taking that  he  will  not  carry  on  the  business  of  a  bookseller 
or  stationer.  Can  he  sell  toilet-paper  ?  [We  think  he  will 
have  no  difficulty  in  proving  that  that  is  a  common  druggists' 
sundry.] 

65/37.  Bvped  writes  : — "  A  chemist  called  some  time  ago, 
offering  to  sell  a  Camwal  share,  which  I  bought  and  paid 
for,  at  the  same  time  receiving  the  certificate.  Next  day  I 
sent  the  certificate  to  have  the  share  transferred,  and  was 
surprised  to  hear  from  the  secretary  of  the  company  that 
the  share  had  been  forfeited,  sold,  and  proceeds  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  chemist's  account,  and  that  he  was  there- 
fore unable  to  transfer  the  same.  The  certificate  was 
retained  by  the  secretary.  I  should  like  to  know  if 
a  shareholder  is  liable  to  have  his  share  forfeited 
when  he  has  contracted  a  debt  to  the  company ;  also, 
if  a  share  can  be  legally  sold  when  the  certificate 
for  same  is  at  large,  not  having  been  produced  ?  Lastly, 
if  I  have  any  remedy  ?  The  vendor  has  decamped,  and 
left  me  minus  the  money  and  the  share  ? "  [[It  appears 
from  No.  23  of  the  articles  of  association  that  "  Camwal " 
has  a  permanent  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  member  for  his 
debt  with  the  company,  and  the  company  may  sell  the  shares 
and  apply  the  proceeds  towards  discharging  such  debt.  In 


the  face  of  that,  "  Duped  "  has  no  redress  against  the  com- 
pany, but  he  may  take  proceedings  against  the  man  who 
sold  him  the  worthless  certificate — if  he  can  find  him.  The 
moral  of  No.  23  article  is  that  Camwal  shares  should  not  be 
bought  without  an  assurance  from  the  company  that  they 
are  transferable  ]

48/74.  T.  8.— Essence  of  Coffae.— Freshly  roast  and 
grind  1  lb.  of  coffee  and  12  oz.  of  chicory,  and  psrcolate 
with  hot  water  till  30  oz.  of  percolate  is  obtained.  Boil  the 
marc  in  2  pints  of  water,  press,  and  when  cold  mix  with  the 
percolate  and  dissolve  therein  7  lbs.  of  sugar,  and  add  water 
to  make  the  whole  measure  1  gal.  This  is  only  an  outline 
of  the  process  usually  adopted,  the  different  manufacturers 
have  their  special  methods. 

41/17.  T.  G. — The  following  necessarily  brief  notes  may 
help  you  to  fix  the  differences  between  the  different  sub- 
stances you  mention  : — Coal-tar  Distillates. — The  first  por- 
tion contains  benzene,  toluene  (toluol),  and  xylene  (xylol). 
Crude  benzol  is  a  mixture  of  varying  proportions  of  benzene 
and  toluene.  Commercial  "benzine"  (benzole  or  benzol)  is 
the  purified  product.  Benzene  is  distinguished  from  benzine 
by  dissolving  completely  in  fuming  nitric  acid.  The  second 
and  heavier  portions  of  coal-tar  yield  naphthalene  (naphtha- 
lin)  and  anthracene.  Crude  Petroleum'yields,  amonggother 
distillates,  benzene,  kerosene  (burning-oil),  rhigolene,  gaso- 
line (canadol),  and  mineral  or  petroleum  naphtha.  Petro- 
leum ether  is  a  name  given  to  the  mixture  of  rhigolene  and 
gasoline.  Benzoline,  or  petroleum  spirit,  consists  of  the 
naphtha  and  benzene  fractions.  ITaphtha  is  a  general  term 
applied  to  hydrocarbons  obtained  by  destructive  distillation 
— coal-naphtha  when  from  coal;  miscible,  solvent,  and  wood- 
naphtha  are  products  of  the  distillation  of  wood.  Wood- 
naphtha  is  recovered  in  the  process  of  making  brown  acetate 
of  lime,  whilst  solvent  naphtha  is  recovered  when  making 
the  grey  acetate  of  lime.  The  term  solvent  naphtha  is  also 
applied  to  the  distillate  which  comes  over  next  after  xylene 
in  coal-tar  distillation.  Other  hydrocarbons  which  are  apt 
to  become  mixed  in  name  with  the  above  are  benzylene 
(formed  by  the  action  of  the  copper- zinc  couple  upon  benzyl 
bromide),  benylene  (formed  by  the  action  of  alcoholic  potash 
on  tri-amylene  bromide),  benzil  (di-benzoyl,  produced  by  the 
oxidation  of  becz  ia),  benzidine  (dipara-amido-diphenyl), 
benzolon  (lophine),  and  benzyl  ether  (di-benzyl  oxide). 

59/55.  Espoir. — Salicylic  acid  is  the  best  antiferment  for 
lemon  squash,  the  quantity  needed  being  30  gr.  to  each 
quart  of  the  concentrated  preparation. 

56/69.  Bodmin  — It  is  not  possible  to  give  a  correct  esti- 
mate of  the  value  of  the  two  businesses  you  mention  with- 
out more  details  :  there  may  be  circumstances  which  would 
add  or  detract  from  the  value.  You  should  consult  a 
transfer-agent. 

54/47.  Bag.—k  foam  is  given  to  aerated  waters  by  the 
addition  of  the  white  of  an  egg  to  each  2  gals,  of  syrup,  or 
the  use  of  quillaia,  which  is  prepared  for  the  purpose  in  the 
form  of  a  liquid  extract. 

53/63.  Doubtful  entered  for  the  July  Minor,  and  on  the 
4th  of  the  month  we  received  from  him  the  following  query, 
with  a  request  for  an  immediate  answer  : — 

If  a  powder  (organic)  such  as  glucose,  starch,  &c,  be  given  in 
Minor,  to  be  tested  for  admixture,  after  testing,  same  for  alkaloids 
and  other  things  demanded  by  Minor,  such  as  sucrose,  saliein, 
&c,  should  the  organic  matter  be  burnt  off  with  KC103  and  HN03, 
diluted,  and  filtered,  before  testing  for  inorganic  substances  ? 

The  imaginary  proposition  thus  put  entails  an  amount  of 
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work  which  it  would  be  impossible  for  a  Minor  candidate  to 
do  in  the  limited  time  at  his  disposal,  considering  the  other 
work  given,  upon  the  whole  of  which  the  examiner  is  ex- 
pected, to  form  his  opinion  of  the  candidate's  ability.  A 
Tough  combustion  of  a  few  grains  of  an  organic  powder  will 
suffice  to  show  the  operator  whether  it  contains  a  large  or 
small  proportion  of  inorganic  material,  and  if  the  organic 
constituents  are  identified  properly,  we  expect  that  the 
examiner  would  consider  search  for  the  constituents  of  the 
ash  waste  of  time,  especially  as  the  examination-syllabus 
does  not  contemplate  such  delicacies. 

50/57.  Timon  — We  do  not  advise  you  to  put  up  a  picro- 
toxin  nursery  hair-lotion,  as  that  principle  is  much  too 
active  to  apply  to  children's  heads.  The  stavesacre-seed 
•formula  which  we  have  given  recently  in  the  C.  $  JD '.,  and 
which  will  also  be  found  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  is 
about  the  best  you  can  use. 

38/16.  Rosa. — The  formula  for  Theatrical  Skin-lotion 
is —

make-up  trade. 

65/41.  Darent. — The  object  of  applying  the  Sunburn- 
lotion.  ("  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  page  46)  before  wash- 
ing is  to  prevent  the  irritation  which  accompanies  the  use 
of  soap.  It  would  be  better  to  say,  however,  "  To  be  applied 
.  .- .  after  getting  indoors,  and  immediately  after  washing."

Paradise-juice. — Seeds  of  paradise  is  evidently  what  is 
required.  Hundreds  of  gallons  of  stout  are  made  daily  in 
Nottinghamshire.  When  I  first  commenced  selling  the 
necessary  articles  for  brewing  I  was  frequently  asked  for 
paradise- juice,  and  always  gave  the  seeds  without  any 
exception  being  taken.    The  recipe  here  used  is : — 

How  to  Make  Stout. 
Take  1  lb.  crushed  black  malt,  2  oz.  hops.  Soak  for  an  hour 
in  3  gals,  of  cold  water,  then  put  into  a  copper,  and  gently  bring 
to  a  simmer;  continue  this  for  three  hours,  then  remove  the 
spent  malt  and  hops,  and  to  the  liquor  add  U  lb.  Demerara 
sugar,  i  oz.  grains  of  paradise,  J  oz.  Spanish  juice  (this  can  be 
omitted  if  taste  is  objected  to).  Boil  rapidly  for  one  hour,  add 
sufficient  cold  water  to  again  measure  3  gals.  When  milk-warm 
add  brewer's  barm,  and  work  for  twelve  hours.   Skim  and  bottle. 

To  make  ale  use  white  malt  and  omit  the  Spanish  juice.
